Fight Over Electrolysis. 

The electrolysis section of the merger 
brought a “ showdown ” fight between City 
Biectrician Palmer and the surface roads, 
with B. J. Arnold of the board of supervis- 
ing engineers siding with the roads. The 
proposed measure, which finally was adopt- 
ed, involves an expenditure of $1,000,000 
within two years and places the supervision 
of the subject in the hands of the supervising 
board. 

Mr. Palmer insisted the present ordinance, 
which he fathered and which is being fought 
in the courts, should be retained. His plan 
for relieving the situation could be brought 
about, he said, at an estimated cost of $3,000,- 
000. In hie fight for the retention of his or- 
dinance Mr. Palmer frequently clashed with 
Mr. Arnold and flatly charged the supérvis- 
ing board with not attempting to aid the city 
électrician in the enforcing of the present 
ordinance. 


Palmer Attacks Proposed Ordinance. 
“Tt is a case of increased transportation 
facilities against prevention of electrolysis,”’ 
Mr. Palmer ‘sald. “We know that these 
stray electric currents are costing Chicago- 
ane $500,000 or more a year and something 
must be done to curb it. The proposed or- 
dinance draws the teeth of the efforts of 
the city to make the roads do something.” 
“The roads can mend matters at a cost 


of less than $1,000,000," L. A. Busby said to 


Mr. Palmer. 
“You cannot do so under $8,000,000,” Mr. 
Palmer replied, “and under this ordinance 
you won't have to doa thing. You don’t in-

Last night two detectives 

stood guard on either side of 

a glass window in the garage 

in the rear of the residence 

of George Knab, 5225 Wash- 

ington boulevard. Clearly defined on the 

pane of glass are thirty or more oily smudges, 

on which the authorities of Chicago and of 

Dupage county pin their hope of a capture. 

It was from the Knab garage that the two 

robbers stole the yellow racing car which 
figured in the robbery. 

The Knab auto was stolen shortly after 5 
o’clock in the morning. The robbers drew 
up in the car in front of the bank in Addison 
at 10:30 o’clock. Five minutes later the tha- 
chine disappeared down the road in a swirl 
of dust. Shortly gfterward the car was found 
abandoned near La Grange. The detectives 
believé the robbers took the 11:26 Burlington 
train from La Grange to Chicago. A farmer 
reported he saw two men with a satchel run- 
ning away from the abandonéd car. 


Telltale Marks Left. 

Tn attempting to raise the garage window 
the robbers left the telltale marks. Today 
the finger prints will be photographed. The 
man who left the prints opened the garage 
window. He is believed to be the one who 
rode in the car to Addison, held up the cash- 
ier, shot the assistant cashier, and escaped. 

“ We have hanged men on finger print evi- 
dence,” said a detective. 

At a late hour at night physicians attend- 
ing the wounded bank employé said his 
chances of living were small. At midnight 
more than twenty tired detectives, foot gore 
and dusty and covered with sand burs,. re- 
turned to the city efter @ fruitless search of 
the country within @ radius of twenty miles 
from Addison. The authorities admitted the 
search in the country had been given up. It 
was the consensus of opinion that the rob- 


bers are hiding in Chicago.

With the revolver in one hand and the 
satchel in the other, the masked man took 
one look toward the closed vault beyond 
which Fischer was hiding.

Failure 
of the employer to deduct the tax does 
not excuse him from liability. The mar-

Profit is the gain made on a business 
transaction or investment when both re- 
ceipts and expenditures are taken into 
consideration—namely: a benefit or ad- 
vantage remaining after all costa, 
charges, and expenses have been de- 
ducted; and if, for any reason, any- 
thing remains uncertain it is im- 
possible to say whether or not there 
has been a profit or a gain. There- 
fore, if there is no definite actual increase 
which can be utilized in commercial 
transactions there is no income. Your 
paper profit is not income until it is ac- 
tually paid. If your income exceeds 
$3,000, the $20 payments received by you 
during the year should be included in 
your return to the collector of internal 
revenue. 


QUESTION NO. 6. 
I work for a large corporation and draw 
$6,000 per year salary as wages. I havesome 
mortgages drawing interest.

Answer. 

A corporation is required to deduct tue 
“normal” tax of 1 per cent on all divi- 
dends paid by it although not in excess of 
$3,000. If the person entitled to the divi- 
dend is entitled to exemption because his 
income is under $3,000 ($4,000 if married), 
he must comply with the requirements 
of the law as set forth in answer to 
question No. 3 (a).

QUESTION NO. 10. 

The law requires the payment of tax on 
profits of corporation, partnerships, etc., 
whether ; divided or not. Manufacturers 
whose raw materia] fluctuates materially in 
price from year to year may on a rising mar- 
ket show large profits in one year in which 
both “normal” and “ additional” tax will 
have to be paid, possibly up to 5 per cent. 
Good business judgment and conservatism 
would cause the manufacturer to carry as 
undivided profits all but say a 5 per cent or 
6 per cent dividend awaiting the result of an- 
other year’s business following the harvest- 
ing of another crop of its raw material. Dur- 
ing the next year, if the entire profits of the 
previous year are lost, what means has the 
manufacturer to recoup his loss sustained on 
the “normal” and “additional” tax basis the 
year previous?

Christmas Bonuses Included—Straight 
Income Alone Exempt from Corpora- 
tion Levy. 


A few weeks ago it became known the gov- 
ernment in its zeal to collect all it could by 
the corporation tax practically was dictat- 
ing to the large manufacturing and commer- 
cial industries what they should pay their 
chief administrative officers. The internal 
revenue agents accomplished this by fixing 
an “average,”’ which they thought should 
be the limit in the way of salaries and then 
forced the corporation to pay a tax on every- 
thing paid to its officials in excess of this 
average. 

Yesterday the large local houses had an- 
other jolt. They learned this surprising rule 
does not apply only to salaries, present and 
future. The government intends to colléct 
on all large salaries paid in the past. Agents 
of the department were around during the 
day notifying the heads of the companies 
to this effect. 

And in some cases the government does not: 
propose to stop with collecting back as far 
as 1910—the three year limit generally be- 
heved to mark immunity. Agents announced 
the tax must be paid on salaries paid in 1910 
and 1909.

Gore Drowns Himself at 80. 


LAWYER DIES-IN SAME WAY. 


William H. Quinlan Despondent Over 
Death of His Partner. 


James Swift Carter, formerly president of 
Chapin & Gore, and a resident of Chicago 
since 1862, was drowned yesterday in the 
lake at the foot of East Fifty-first street. His 
daughter saye he committed suicide. His 
body was found by B. 8.

Persons on Michigan boulevard saw a large 
touring car drive slowly up to the building 
one night recently. Two men sat in the 
rear seat. One rose to his feet and threw a 
brick into the plate glass window of the Wilt 
Trunk company. The machine sped away 
and the number was obscured in a cloud ot | 
gasoline fumes. * 

Insurance agents say that more than $25,- 
000 worth of plate glass has been destroyed 
by bricks and bolts since Jan. 1. The dam- 
age nearly always has followed the visit of 
a delegate from the painters’ district council 
or the Blectrical Workers’ brotherhood. 
Several downtown buildings have suffered, 
but a large part of the damage has been done 
to structures outside the loop. 


Automobile Used by Smashers. 

In many cases where the plate glass has 
been broken. witnesses saw an automobile 
drive slowly to the window,.a man rise, and 
then a crash, followed by the machine dis- 
appearing in a cloud of smoke.

The manager 
of the construction company brought the 
officials of the union to his office and forced 
them to make reparation for the damage. 

An insurance agent told a reporter for Tux 
TRIBUNE that his company had paid money to 
the union delegates to prevent trouble on 
work. His company’s clients, he said, had 
pald several thousand dollare in extortion 
money to prevent property damage.

IN FRESH AIR WAR 


Dr. Young Demands Action to 
Compel Ventilation in 
Theaters. 


‘ OWNERS VERSUS PEOPLE.’ 


Says 189 Playhouses Have Abso- 
lutely No Means of Being 
Ventilated. 


Action by the city council to compel better 
theater ventilation was demanded by the 
health department yesterday in its weekly 
bulletin, which inquires whether the build- 
ing committee's chief duty is to the theater 
owners or the people of Chicago. 

“There are 606 theaters in Chicago,” it 
says. “ Of these, 177 have complied with the 
law or are in process of doing so. One hun- 
dred and eighty-nine of them have abso- 
lutely no ventilation of any kind. Two hun- 
dred and fifty are scattered along between. 

“ The proper ventilation of theaters is vital 
to the welfare of every citizen of Chicago. 
At least 300 of the 400 odd theaters not com- 
plying can readily do so. 


Trying to Influence Council. 
“ Nominally for the sake of the small re- 
maining. number, not much over 100, but 
really for the sake of the people who can 
but who don’t want to, an attempt is being 
to get the council to reduce the requirements. 
“The argument presented to the building 
committée is that they are as much the rep- 
resentatives of the picture theater owners 
as of all the citizens. Unquestionably this 
is true that they are the representatives of 
all classes of people, and in this respect it is 
possible to present an exact proportional ex- 
pression of the obligations of the council, 
viz.: the ratio of 489 to 2,344,018 ie equal to 
the ratio of the duty of the council to the 
theater owners to the duty of the council to 
the general public.

WASHINGTON AWAITS OUTCOME. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—Official Wash- 
ington tonight awaits with keen intcrest the 
outcome of tomorrow's elections in Mexico 
under supervis'on of the Huerta provisional 
government, recognition of which already 
has been denied by the American govern- 
ment. 

In the absence from Washington of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary,Bryan, the official 
government was silent, but reports from 
Paris that foreign powers were exchanging 
views on a proposition to codperate with this 
nation in some concerted Mexican policy fol- 
lowing tomorrow's elections were received 
with marked interest in government depart- 
ments. 

Significance was attached to these dis- 
patches from abroad, coming on the heels of 
the reports from Washington that the presi- 
dent and secretary of state were at work on 
a pfronunciamento which would define this 
nation’s attitude with relation to the policy 
in Mexico of the foreign nations. 


, Expect a Full Understanding. 


* It was the prevailing opinion that once the 
elections weré over and the policy of the 
Huerta government for the future revealed 
that there may be found a ground for an 
international understanding. 

Though reports. from Mexico indicated to- 
night that election day might precipitate 
some trouble in certain sections, no dis- 
patches reached the state department which 
indicated any cruse for unusual alarm and 
few serious clashes were anticipated. Chief 
interest here in the elections is the manner 
in whichgthe election returns wil! be handled 
and how the vote willbe canvassed. in view of 
the overthrow by Huerta of the legislative 
body, which is the legal constitutional au- 
thority for review of the returns. 

_It was because of the dissolution of con- 
gress and the arrest of its members that the 
Washington administration gave notice that 
it could not recognize tomorrow's election. 
Whether Huerta will appoint a special elec- 
tion board, turn the ballots over to the Su- 
preme court, or permit them to be reviewed 
by a new congress shown to have been chosen 
on the face of the returns, is not known here. 
Whatever method is resorted to, it was point- 
ed out, would have no effect upon the deter- 


mination of this government not to recognize 
the results. 


BACON EXPLAINS SITUATION. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 25.—Senator Bacon, 
chairman of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, expressed his views on the interna- 
tional phases of the situation brought about 
by the attitude of some European govern- 
ments with reference especially. to the send- 
ing of warships and the possibility that ma- 
rines might be landed. 

Senator Bacon’s view is that ff any niarines 
halve to be landed in Mexico they should be 
American marines.

President Says Aim of America 
Should Be All Peoples 
Self-Governed. 


HINTS MEXICAN POLICY. 


Condemns “Blood Stained’’ Gov- 
ernment 
Swarthmore College. 


Swarthmore, Pa., Oct. 25.—President Wil- 
son in a speech here today proclaimed ‘the 
doctrine that the whole western hemisphere 
should be devoted to one sacred purpose— 
‘that nowhere can any government endure 
which is stained by blood or supported by 
anything but the consent of the governed."’ 

It was while extolling the spirit with which 
William Penn sought to establish ‘a free 
commonwealth " in America that the presi- 
dent incidentally revealed his thoughts on 
present day problems. His utterances, it is 
known, refiect the ideas which the Washing- 
ton administration is preparing to announce 
to the nations of the world in a formal note 
on the policy of the United States toward 
Mexico. 

“IT would not be interested,”’ said the presi- 
dent, “‘in celebrating the memoryof William 
Penn if his conquest had been merely a ma- 
terial one. 


Justifies American Pride. 


“ Some times we have been laughed at by 
foreigners in particular for boasting of the 
size of the American continent, the size 
of our oWn domain asa nation, for they have 
naturally suggested that we did not make it. 
But I claim that every race and every man 
is as big as the things he takes possession 
of, and that the size of America is in some 
sense a standard of the size and capacity of 
the American people. 

“But .the extent of the American con- 


in Address at | 


quest is not what gives America distinction 
in the annals of the world. It is the pro- 
fessed purpose of the conquest, which was 
to see to it that every foot of that land should 
be the home of free, self-governed people, 
who shoyld have no government whatever 
which did not rest upon the consent of the 
governed. 


Wants New World Self-Governed. 

“I would like to believe that all this hemi- 
sphere is devoted to the same sacred purpose 
and that nowhere any government endure 
which is stained by blood or supported by 
anything but the consent of the governed. 

‘* We die but once, and we die without dis- 
tinction if we are not willing to die the death 
of sacrifice. Do you covet honor? You will 
never get it by serving yourself. Do you 
covet, distinction? You will get it only as 
the servant of mankind. Do not forget, then, 


as you walk these classic places, why you 


are.here. You are not here merely to prepare 
to make a living. You are here in order to 
enable the world to live more amply, with 
greater vision, with a finer spirit of hope 
and achievement,”’ 


Palmer Urges Peaceful Attitude. 

There also was a reference to international 
affairs in a preceding speech by Representa- 
tive A. Mitchell Palmer, an alumnus of the 
Quaker college, whe induced the president 
to visit Swarthmore. 

“From Penn's successes,"’ he said, “ may 
we not learn to be assured that free govern- 
ment may exist and extend with liberty of 
conscience and an equal share of political 
freedom for every man upon this continent 
while we ‘fire no rifie and trust in no 
sword ’?’’ 

He added that as friendship and good will 
had secured peace from the savages in the 
early history in this country, he “‘ hoped our 
American treasure need never be dipped in 
blood to secure the peace that guarantees 
political liberty to our dependef&ts, our neigh- 
bors, and our own.”’ 


Rededicate Congress Hall. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 25.—Congress hall, 
in historic Independene square, where the 
senate and house of representatives sat from 
1790 to 1800, was rededicated today with pa- 
triotic exercises, the occasion marking the 
completion of the restoration of the hall to 
almost its original appearance. : 

President Wilson was the central figure in 
the ceremonies and delivered an address in 
which he harked back to the early days of the 
republic and contrasted men and things of 
those times with the president. 

“I feel today a compulsion of men,”’ the 
president said, ‘a compulsion of examples 
which were set us in this place. And of what 
do their eXamples remind us? They remind 


a 
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us not only of pblic service but of public serv- 
fee shot through with principle and honor. 

™“T ask myself this question: ‘How are 
you going to assist in some small part to 
give the American people, and by example 
the peoples of the world, more advantage, 
more liberty, more happiness, more substan- 
tial prosperity, and how are you going to 
rmhake that prosperity a common heritage 
instead of self-possession? 

“The men of the dhy which we now cel- 
ebrate had a very great advantage over us 
in this one particular: Life was simple in 
America then. Our task is very much more 
difficult. 

- “Tf @ president thinks too much about 
being reélected, it is dificult to be worth re- 
electing. 

Likes to Go to People. 

“One is so apt to think the comparatively 
small number of persons, numerous as they 
aeem to be when they swarm, who come 
to Washington to ask for things, do not con- 
stitute an important proportion of the pop- 
plation of the country; that it is constantly 
necessary to come away from Washington 
to renew one’s contact with the people who 
do not swarm there, who do not ask for any- 
thing, and who do trust you without their 
personal counsel to do, your duty. Unless 
one gets this contact he grows weaker and 
weaker.”’

WHO WILL PAY THE BILL? 


Expense of Printing and Dis- 
tributing Pamphlets May Be 
Charged to the Public. 


Ten thousand copies of * The Truth About 
the Voting Machine Deal” are being dis- 


tributed in Chicago and elsewhere in Cook 


county. This pamphlet was ‘* compiled and 
approved * by Charles H. Kellermann and 
Howard 8. Taylor, election commissioners, 
and William H. Stuart, chief clerk of the 
board.

I had not learned to write 
very much, but I got an old stump of a pencil 
and an old kind of brown paper and sat 
down at my desk (for I had my father’s desk 
with me) and wrote an aecount of the won- 
derful change, this marvelous change, in the 
erchard. I wrote down all,I « suld think of 
about the dead trees and the shining bark 
and theh the buds and blossoms, and then I 
prognosticated about the fruit.

“T put my whole heart into the composi- 
tion, and then’I felt that I must show it to 
somebody and I carried it down to the lady 
wrhere I lived who had taught school for 
about six months.

LIKELY TO HAVE TROUBLE 


Wants Currency and Anti-Trust 
Bills Enacted Before the 
Next Campaign.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—(Speciai.]— 
President Wilson will complete this month 
the preparation of his first ~egular annual 
message to congress. 

It will be a document of great importance 
te the country at large and to the Demo- 
cratic party. It will reveal the facts in con- 
nection, with the Mexican situation, the nego- 
tiations with Japan respecting the Califor- 
Mia anti-Japanese land law, and the discus- 
@ion with other foreign governments con- 
cerning matters in dispute between them 
and the United States. 

Besides giving the American people a first 
hand view of foreign relations the message 
will take up internal affairs and present a 
comprehensive program of legislation to be 
enacted during the regular session. 

If the currency bill should not »,e.on ie 
gtatute books by December, and the chances 
are that it will not be, the president will 
insist that it be the first business of con-

Adoption Is Doubtful. 
Ft is an ambitious program the president 
preparing to advocate, and it is doubtful 
he will be able to force its adoption by con-

In the first place, it has become increasingly 
@pparent that the conservative leaders in

Sor the purpose of compelling the president 
to agree to changes in what he originally de- 
glared were “ fundamentaleprinciples,” but 
tm order to delay action with respect to the 
strengthening of the anti-trust law and upon

The president had hoped to get the currency 
question out of the way during the rpecia} 
@ession and thus clear the decks for consid- 
@ation of the remaining reforme in view of 
the coming regular session. 

Not sure of the result of the congressional 
elections next November, he desired to take 
time by the forelock and be able to present a 
record of legislative achievement upon which 
the Democratic party could stand in the 
presidential campaign of 1916. 


Little Can Be Done. 

However, with the senate declining to be 
hurried in connection with the.currency bill 
and with the calendar of the upper nouse 
choked by motions to take up the various un- 
important measures during December anc 
the first half of January, the Democratic 
leaders have come to realize that compara- 
tively little can be done during the regular 
session. , 

It is believed the currency bill will be 
disposed of much before April; at least this 
is the plan of the men in control of the sen- 
ate. 

In the meantime the president intends to 
have the house pass an anti-trust bill, model- 
ed along the line of the “ Seven Sisters,”’ 
which he jammed through the New Jersey 
legislature before he retired from the gover- 
norship, and the bill granting rural credits. 

The senate will be urged to acquiesce in the 
action of the house, and while it may not do 
Go, with reference to the rural credits mat- 
ter it may .e expected that the trust ques- 
tion will be debated at length, and the 
chances are against the final disposition.

They call at- 
tention to the fact.that during the progress 
of the hearings they repeatedly expressed 
themselves as favoring public domination of 
the great money and credit systems. 


Committee for O’Gorman Plan. 


So far as the majority of the senate com- } 


mittee is concerned, there is little doubt that 
it will adopt the O’Gorman plan. It will do 
so over the emphatic protest of President 
Wilson, unless he should change his attitude. 

The president is sending for members of the 
committee and is urging upon them the neces- 
sity of adopting the fundamental principles 
observed in the bill passed by the house. As 
he is in control of the house he will be able 
to make that body stand out against the ac- 
ceptance of such a bill as the majority of the 
senate committee favors at present. 

The men back of the O’Gorman plan are 
convinced the country will prefer the prin- 
ciple of public ownership and control as op- 
posed to the principle of bank ownership and 
semi-bank control. 


Two Bills to Be Offered. 

The committee expects to take about three 
weeks in formulating the two bills which 
probably will be reported. One of these 
will have the O’Gorman plan as its basis and 
it will have the support of a majority of the 
committee. The other will be the president's 
bill, which will be considerably modified so as 
to lessen bank control. The president would 
prefer that the committee report a single 
bill embodying some concessions in order to 
bring this result about. 

In any event the president will be giad to 
have the committee report so that the meas- 
ure can be considered in the open senate. 
It is likely he will advocate the holding of 
a Democratic caucus and seek to induce the 
majority of that body to vote in favor of his 
bill.

Carriers Agree to Terms Decid- 
ed On by Marble After 
Long Inquiry. 


BIG SAVING TO SHIPPER. 


Rules Will Prevent All Double 
Collections. and Many 
Other Evils. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—{Special.J— 
The determination of the express carriers to 
obey the order of the commission, formally 
announced today, brings to an end the great- 
est piece of constructive work ever performed 
by an administrative governmental body. 

#ollowing two years’ investigation, in 
whith the interstate commerce commission 
was constantly engaged, as well asa number 
of days of argument, participated in by the 
shippers and express companies, the commis- 
sion last July issued a report, prepared by 
Commissioner John H. Marble, which ana- 
lyzed and discussed the showing made by the 
express companies, and which concluded by. 
ordering the entire system of rates, prepared . 
in accordance with the suggestions made in 
the previous report, installed by the express 
companies. 

A complete classification, showing the tre- 
mendous amount of study of the matter made 
by Mr. Marble, was included in this report, 
as well as a set of rules to govern express 
transportation throughout the United States. 
A directory of express stations In the United 
States was provided, and rates prescribed 
for all classes, of property between all sta- 
tions. 


Estimate Losses Too High. 

In their estimates of losses under the 
Marble scale of rates, the express carriers 
said the total reduction in revenue from 
transportation under such rates would be not 
less than $25,000,000 a year. 

This estimate was rejected by the commis- 
sion in ite final report, an analysis of the 
showing made by the express companies 
leading to the conclusion that the express 
companies’ estimates were based upon the 
business of days which wefe abnormal in 
character and, therefore, not indicative of 
the results which would follow from an ex- 
tended application of the rates. 

The volume of express business in this 


country is approximately 300,000,000 parcels |. 


a year transported. An increased rate of 
only 1 cent a parcel would yield a return 
in gross revenues, therefore. of $3.000,000. 


Some Increases Granted. 

The Marble order will result in substan- 
tial reductions in most of the rates now 
maintained by the express companies. In 
some instances an increase in the rate a 
hundred pounds is indicated as reasonable. 
Even in such cases, however, the Marble 
method of determining rates on parcels 
weighing less than 100 pounds so differs from 
the methods followed by the express com- 
panies in the past that even under the in- 
creased rates per one hundred pounds it will 
result in a reduction of the package rates.

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LAWYERS AGREE TO ACCEPT 
ABSTRACTS MADE BY RECORDER 


Attorney Simeon Straus Says 150 Al- 
ready Have Indorsed Merchanta- 
bility of the Probers, 


In urging the members of the Cook county 
real estate board at their weekly luncheon 
last Tuesday to agree to accept recorder’s 
abstracts as merchantable, Attorney Simeon 
Straus etated that 150 lawyers of the city 
had agreed to accept these abstracts, which 
he declared were entitled to the same con-. 
sideration as those made by private concerns. 
He said he never had known of any one suf- 
fering a loss from these abstracts, and that 
while mistakes may occasionally be made, 
this, in his experience, occurred no oftener 
than in the case of private companies, and 
that they are deserving of fully as much conh- 
fidence as the others. 

“I,am not undertaking to attack the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust company or any other 
company whose business it Is to draw up 
abstracts for Chicago property,’ he said. 
““ My only object is to broaden the merchant- 
ability of the abstracts drawn up by the 
county recorder by increasing the confidence 
of the public in these abstracts.” 

Mr. Straus advocated disposing of the 
“needless "’ carrying of the chain of title 
prior to the Chicago fire inan abstract. He 
declared he was preparing a bill, which he 
intended submitting to the legislature, which 
would make it unnecessary for the chain of 
title prior to the fire to be incorporated in the 
abstract.

These apprehensions derive edditional 
force trom the fierce labor fight going on in 
Dublfn, and now fears are added that Carson- 
ism may extend to the excitable elements in 
India, especially as it is known that extracts 
from Carson's speeches appear regularly in 
the Indian native organs tf revolt. 

It is ‘increasingly evident that English 
Tories are now ready for any deal which 
will save their face, but the separation of 
the four Ulster counties, which was the price 
offered a fortnight ago by the Tories for 
acceptance of home rule will have to be 
abandoned in the face of the fierce cry of 
resentment against this proposal, not merely 
from Irish Nationalists but from southern 
Unionists. Indeed, the partition of Ireland 
may now be dismissed as a possible solution. 


Although violent samuiage atill is employed 
by the more extreme Orangemen, every- 
thing in the air seems to portend a dispe- 
sition to have some reasonable deal, and 
Nationalist speakers, while rejecting the

BY AN ANTI-HOMERULER. 
ONDON, Oct. 25.—One of the first nota- 


ble results of the education of the pub-

PATRIOT POET. 


Recent Visit of Poincare to Mis- 
tral, Patriarch of Provence, 
Recalls the Story of His Serv- 
ice to French Literature. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—A brilliant leader in the 
Times today illuminates the occasion of the 
visit yesterday of the president of the French 
republic to Mistral, “ the poet of Provence,” 
at Mistral’s native village of Mailiane. , 


All through his recent tour in the French 
provinces M. Poincaré has been greeted with 


@ popular enthusiasm which has excited gen- |. 


eral. wonder amongst those who are accus- 
tomed to believe that “ Paris is France,” says 
the Times. He has shown that he knows bet~ 
ter. He realizes the strength of that local 
patriotism of which Mistral spoke to him 
and perhaps he may in his heart share the 
poet’s faith that through this wholesome feel- 
ing France herself will renew her youth. 

Of all the incidents of his tour none has 
been more picturesque than this, and we 
doubt if any will miore deeply or more fa- 
vorably impress the mind of a whole prov- 
inee. 


Provence Land of Patriotism. 


Provence has always been animated by an /. 
exceptionally strong local patriotism—partly 


because her local institutions survived longer 
than those of other.regions, and Mistral has 
devoted his long life to fostering and to re- 
viving it. He is no politician, and yet his 
speech contains an amount of solid political 
wisdom which will commend itself to the 
Frenchmen who know ané love their coun- 
try best. 

More and more of them, as he affirmed, de- 
sire to see the charm of the old provinces 
preserved. They are loyal sons of France, 
but for that reason they wish to see the 
customs and the traditions, the dress and the 
dialects. of all those historic regions which 
xo to make up Erance, and which made her 
what she is, handed down from father to son. 

It is these things which express ‘* the life ”’ 
of a people truly “ free,”’ and which “ root 
the race in the soil of ite ancestors,” 
Mistral declared that M. Poincaré’s journey 
had brought a message to the heart of the 
provinces “‘ which for centuries have been 
too little thought of,”’ and said that he looked 
upon the president's tour as “a pledge of 
their revival.” 


Revives a Literary Language. 

Mistral, who is 83 years of age, has labored 
all his life for his own province and for 
France. He learned Provengal songs at his 
mother’s knee, and from his schooldays he 
has worked to revive as a literary language 
what was once the common tongue of poets 
and courts over most of southern Burope. 

Rodez, Limoges, Poitiers, Toulouse, and 
Arles were amongst the literary centers 
where it flourished. Kings and noble lords 
sang in it, and patronized it in Portugal, in 
Castile, andin Aragon. Our own Richard of 
the Lion Heart did honor to Arnaut Daniel, 
who Dante places first of the Provencal 
singers, and to Folquet of Marseilles, the 
amorous bard whom he meets in the heaven 
of Venus. It crossed the Alps, and its in- 
fuence on Italian poetry at e critical period 
was deep and lasting. 

Dante and Petrarch were familiar with it 
and borrowed freely from ite lyric metres, 
and Boccaccio’s first romance is adapted 
from the Proyengal story of ** Flor et Blanch- 
efior,”” or from their common source. 


Spoken Dialect in Provence, 

The vigorous growth of other idioms, 
French, Castilian, and Italian, would doubt- 
less have déthroned it in any event; but the 
war againat the Albigenses and the destruc- 
tion of the society in which the troubadours 
had flourished hastened its downfall. It 
found a last asylum in Provence, where, de- 
spite the proscription against its use issued 
in the early sixteenth century, it has always 
lasted as a spoken dialect. Even as a liter- 
ary language it never quite died out; but in 
Mistral's boyhood it had sunk to a compara- 
tively low point. It is to him and to Rou- 
manille, the schoolmaster of whom and of 
whose service to the Provencal cauee he al- 
ways speaks with admiration, that its restor- 
ation to its rightful place amongst historic 
literatures is due. 

M. Poincaré recalled the homage which 
Lamartine paid to the Provencal poet’s first 
considerable work in 1850—that “ Miréio,”’ on 
which Gounod’s opera of Mireille was after- 
wards based. It was, said Lamartine, like “a 
drop of dew, breath of the morning,” and 
freshness of that quality was very welcome 
in the French poetry of that time. “ Cal- 
endau”’ was published in 1866, a volume of 
shorter poems nine years later, and “ Nerto,” 
which its admirers ventured to compare with 
Ariosto, in 1884. 


Barns His Country’s Gratitude. 

But it is not only by his poems that the 
“ cher et Mlustre maitre,” as M. Poincaré 
called him, and as he is to all the sons of 
Provence, ““ earned the gratitude of the 
republic and of France.” Before the first 
of them was published, and while he was 
still unknown outside his province, he and 
his friends, Roumanille and Mathieu, founded 
the Society of the Félibrige, which has been 


‘the center and the mainstay of all Provencal 


studies. 

Mistral has done a great work for the 
tongue he loves and for letters; he has done 
yet a greater for France. He has given her 
in practice an object lesson in the decentrali- 
zation which politicians have been preach- 
ing for so many years. 


AERIAL DISASTER NO CHECK. 


Accident to Latest Zeppelin Craft Not 
to Modify Germany’s Aim for 
Air Supremacy.

BERLIN, Oct. %5.—The terms of the kaiser’s 
condolence at the late Zeppelin

The nation ought not to be 
burdened and crippled by having to pay for the capitalization of flagrant abuses which 
are destroying its life, and these powers ought especially to be applicable where land 
fs derelict or uncultivated or undercultivated. There ought to be provision made for 
dealing with cases where the owner has either mot the power or the means or the dis- 
position to spend the necessary capita! on builfings, draining, or other expenditure for 
the best equipment of the land. And last of all—and this is the point—the powerful 
aid of the state, by legislation, by administration, and by finance, must be invoked to 

carry these purposes—all of them—into effective operation.

SILVER FLOW TO EAST. 


British Mint Makes Profits of Mil- 
lions Every Year in Turning 
Bullion Into. Coin. 


Che Med Times 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—The British exports of 
silver furnish @ striking testimony to the 
importance of London as a distributing cen- 
ter fdr the precious metals. In addition to 
large quantities of British silver coing sent 
to our own possessions abroad, Particularly 
in recent years to Brith West Africa, we 
supply large amounts of silver to France, 
Germany, RugSia, Portugal, and even to 
South America, notably Brazil. 

It is, however, British India which sti?! re- 
mains the great market for silver, though, 
indeed, a considerable proportion of the silver 
sent to India ultimately finds its way to 
China. 

In the five years 1907-11 we sent 370,000,000 
ounces of that meta! to British India, being 
@ per cent of the total silver exports; ana i¢ 
to this there be added 61,000,000 ounces sent 
te China (direct and through Hongkong) and 
to the Straits Settlements, the total becomes 
430,000,000 ounces sent to the east, or 70 per 
cent of all we shipped overseas. 


Precious River West to East. 

There is, indeed, nothing in comnierce more 
remarkable than the great stream of precious 
metal which flows continuously from west to 
east and is absorbed by the millions of India 
and China, like a river losing itself amongst 
the sands of a desert. 

Of the silver in all forms brought into this 
country during the five years 1007-'11 492. 
000,000 ounces, or 70.4 per cent, came from 
the United States; Mexico followed next in 
order, but a long way behind, with nearly 
40,000,000 ounces, or 5.7 per cent, mostly in 
ores; then Canada with 26,500,000 of bulijon.

Lloyd-George’s Campaign Fires 
Liberal Ranks with Enthusi- 
asm and His Meetings Are 
Outbursts of Popular Acclaim

LONDON, Oct. 25.—We are all at one amid 

all the fire and fury of the land campaign. 

Lloyd-George’s first speech was intentional- 
ly quiet and vague, because he had rot yet got 
the formal agreement of the entire cabinet 
to his proposals and shrank from stating any 
personal program. But when he succeeded in 
winning the entire cabinet to his proposals 
his lips were unsealed and he startled ali the 
world, friendly and hostile, By the boldness 
of his program. ' 

Thus squires who had declared his Bedford 
Speech to be vague, dull, and commonplace 
and a mere repetition of a case universally 
admitted by all parties are now violently 
alarmed, while, on the other hand, the Lib- 
erals, who were somewhat disappointed by 
the Bedford opening, are especially vehe- 
ment in their support of the Swindon speech. 


Furious Attacks on Lloyd-George. 

Several of the Unionist organs try to miti- 
gate the crushing effect and terrific possibili- 
ties of this new land campaign. They now 
have entirely changed their tune and flerce 
personal attacks are renewed on Lioyd- 
George, which recall the most violent utter- 
ances of the old budget campaign and th: 
recent Marconi scandal. : 

Similar criticism has followed on all his 
proposals. They are berated as impracti- 
cable and he is again accused pf platform 
abusiveness and of a deliberate attempt tu 
set up a class war. 
~ Another line of attack is that Lloyd-Georg’ 
is only out vote catching, and that he ha: 
also the sinister purpose of diverting popular 
attention from the Ulster difficulties to the 
English land question. 


_ Campaign a Triumphal Tour, 
‘All this is eloquent proof that Lioyd- 
George's voice has again struck a note which 
wili reverberate all through British life ana 
that his band fearlessly has put the matca 
© 8 prairie fire. 

Up to the present moment all Li. ralran<cs 
are united behind him and his campaign rep- 
resents a royal progress, with people coming 
by train from ell parts of the country to his 
densely crowded and enthusiastic meetings. 

In truth Lioyd-George has jumped again 
inte his old position of chief hope among all 
the Radicals. Even Socialists and labor 
men, whose attitude to the Liberal leaders 
hes usually isolated them and given rise to 
suspicicus criticism, have joined in acciaim- 
tng his proposals. In short, Licyd-George 
and Lioyd-George’s campaign once more are 
right on top. 


Mear thig new campaign adds im- 
mensely to the interest and importance of the 
pending by-elections. It is unfortunate that 
the elevation of Sir Rufus Isaace to the 
benck should have made a vacancy in such 
ar. unpromising and small constituency as 
Reading. Isaaca with all his personal pres- 
tige and winning personality only won the 
last election by 99 majority, and the present 
Tory candidate has nursed the constituency 
for several years and is personally popular, 

Reading is besides a proverbially fickle 
constituency, with a large mass of working 
people who complain of poor wages, and as 
the chief employers are Liberals many work- 

ers are inclined to visit on the Liberal party 
the sins of these Liberal employers. 

A final summing up this week is that the 
Liberals will hold two seats out-of three va- 
cancies, the two seats in Scotland being re- 
garded as safe. 


Redmond’s Judgment Approved. 
All reasonable men approved of Mr. Red- 
mond’s refusal to fight for the Cork vacancy 
against O'Brien, although probably Red- 
mornd’s candidate would have won.

LONDON, Oct. 15.—William Francis Man- 
nix, editor.of. the English eéition of the fust 
published Memoirs of Li Hung Chang, says 
that the entire writings of the great Chinese 
viceroy amount to 1,600,000 words! 

This stupendous bulk of ‘material may be 
the excuse of the editor for the lack of his- 
torical information, in the English edition, 
on the political events and negotiations in 
which Li Hung Chang played a part—a lack 
which is deplored by a reviewer in the Times. 

As a literary curiosity and as a condensed 
autobiography of one of the most remarkable 
personalities in modern Chinese history these 
memoirs deserve and will undoubtedly com- 
mand attention. Whether they will add to 


_the reputation of Li Hung Chang, at home 


or abroad, is another matter. 


Secret of Viceroy’s Success. 

As revealed by himself, Li Hung Chang's 
character and career go far to explain the 
demoralization of the Chinese government 
under Tzu Hsi and the causes of the mon- 
archy’s decline and fall. From the earliest 
days of his official career, when his keen 
brain, machinelike memory, and infinite ca- 
pacity for taking pains had brought him to 
the front rank of classical scholars, the 
secret of his success lay ever in single mind- 
ed attention to the matter in hand, scrupu- 
lous deference to those in authority over 
him, and a keen eye.to his own ad cement.

The reason why ben- 
zol is not.much used depends partly on its 
price and partly on objections in the shape 
of smell, difficulty of starting the engine from 
cold, and slight increased sooting of the en- 


To these may be added the fact that benzol 


freezes (uniess it be mixed with tolicol) at 
42 degrees Fahrenheit. The capital required 


te convert ordinary coke ovens into vertical 


retort ovens with by-product recovery is con- 
siderabic. Bone the iess it may, in the course 
of a few years, be forthcoming, and then the 
British coke supply would correspond to a 
supply of some 30,000,000 gallons of benzol. 

The amount of energy in a pound of benzol 
ie less than that of a pound of petrol, but as 
it ie much denser the quantity of energy 
available from a gallon is greater. Where 
weight and space are as important as they 
are in aircraft the gain is chiefly by reason 
of the slightly emalier tank room and tank 
weight required for a flight of a given dura- 
tion. - 


Will Allow Higher Compression. 

The suggestion is put forward that benzol 
will allow the use of higher compression 
presures than are feasible with petrol owing 
to pre-ignition. This is a matter which re- 
quires investigation with commercial benzol 
mixed with tolicol, for it is noteworthy that 
pre-ignition may be determned by the pres- 
ence of substances rich in hydrogen, even 
though the bulk of the fuel be benzol, which, 


‘ 


'@s8 compared with the petrol of commerce, is 


chiefly rich in carbon. 

The suggestion of Dr. Buchnar, quoted by 
Mr. Critchley, for a motor specially designed 
for working with benzol at 140 pounds per 
square inch compression is one which should 
most certainly be tried at an early date. More 
tnteresting still is the series of trials which 
resulted in showing that a mixture of equal 
parts of two fuels neither of which gave 
first class results alone, the one from excess 
ef cooling by evaporation of the fuel and the 
other from the heaviness which prevented the 

easy acceleration of the engine, gave better 

results in every way than were obtainable 
even with petrol. The fuels were petroleum 
ether. 


Compound Fuel Shows Well. 

The tests were of the rough and ready type 
so convincing to the ordinary man; a was 
run adjusted for petrol, and better 
4m regard to speed and hill climbing were ob- 
tained with the compound fuel.

Truth. 


Wanted to Do His Own Kicking. 


When Yates asked him why he was set- 
ting up a rival paper and whether the World | 
did not give him ‘sufficient opportunity for 
exposing swindlers and the like, Labou- 
chere’s characteristic reply was that he 
wanted “ to-have a pair of boots of his own, 
with which to do his own kicking.” 

We need noi say more about Truth and 
“the new jfotirnalism " in general or discuss 
thé much debated question whether it has 
done mote godéd or harm. The reader must 
be referred to the full and interesting chap- 
ter on this paper contributed to the book by 
R. A. Bennett, who succeeded Mr. Voules 
as editor, who gives an entertaining account 
of Labouchere’s originality as a journalist 
and of his energy as a writer, whenever he 
chose to write, contrasted with his total dis- 
regard of his duties as an editor and with his 
casual transference of all of that part of 
the work to his business manager, Horace 
Voules, who, fortunately for the paper, was 
an exceptionally able man who filled the 
double role with surprising success. 


Believed in Self; Feared Nobody. 


The one thing needful for Labouchere, as 
for every man who, having a gteat deal to 
say, believes in himself and fears nobody, isa 
frequent opportunity for self-expression; 
and this he found to a certain extent in par- 
liament and the platform, and still more in 
the ‘possession of a weekly paper such es 
Truth: His writings here were immenseiy 
varied, “covering paragraphs of comment 
upon the events of the moment, dramatic 
criticism, ¢ity articles, and political lead- 
ers, all of them written in a spirit anda style 
quite unlike other people's. 

When he exposed a swindle, especially one 
disguised under the name of charity, every- 
body approved; when he dwelt upon the per- 
sonal weaknesses of prominent individuals, 
many people winced and many were out- 
raged. 

He had no taste for mere tittle-ta(tle and 
scandalmongering in print. Prying into the 
private life of well known people was rather 
a weakness of the “ society journals "’ of the 
day, among which Truth was classed, and 
Mr.-Labouchere never favored it, 


Inveterate Gossip in Private. 


4+. But it must be admitted that in private con- 


versation he was an inveterate gossip, al- 
‘ways well posted in whatever talk was cur- 
rent to the discredit of anybody sufficiently 
known to be talked about; and when he found 
occagion to speak about any person in print, 
all that he knew about that person was apt 
to come out, with precisely the same un- 
eenventional frankness that distinguished his 
own personal confessions. 

' Added to this, he was not only contemptu- 
ous of pretense, sham, and humbug in every 
shape, hating “ snobbism ” in its widest sense 
as heartily as Thackeray himself, but he was 
hopelessly devoid of the spirit of reverence, 
even in regard to matters that usually receive 
reverence on their merits. 

Nothing was sacred to him. He seemed to 
discover instinctively the seamy side of what 
other people admire and to find a delight in 
calling attention to it; and this mischievous 
habit of mind displayed itself in his handling 
of men as well as things. Introduced into 
journalism and fortified with an extensive 
knowledge of life picked up fn the diplomatic 
service, the theatrical world, and the city, and 
in the ordinary social intercourse of a man of 
good family related on all sides to dis- 


| tinguished people, Mr. Labouchere's natural 


bent of mind and freedom of speech led to the 
embellishment of Truth almost every week 
with candid observations upon contemporary 
personages, which might be open to criticism 
on the score of taste but which made ex- 
tremely entertaining reading. 


Twenty-five Strenuous Years. 


We have said that this book throws light 
not only upon Labouchere’s character but 
upon certain important episodes in political 
history; and it is to these that we must now 
turn. It was in the general election of 1880, 
when the country emphatically declared for 
Gladstone as against Lord Beaconsfield, that 
Labouchere was returned for Ni 
and he remained a member for that city 
until the next great Libera! triumph in 1906. 

Just before that struggle he announced his 
withdrawal on the ground of age, for he was 
75, and he wished to, spend his remaining 
years in peaceful retirement in his Florentine 
willa.

Opposed to the Boer War. 


Everybody remembers that Labouchere 
fought hard on behalf of his fellow member 
for Northampton; that he supported Arabi.

was a powerful influence behind the scenes 
in all the attempts to settle the Irish question 
between 1880 and the defeat of the second 
home rule bill in 1892.

Labors with Nation’s Leaders. : 


In this latter policy Mr. Chamberlain was 
to be the leader and it may be said that La- 
bouchere’s mrst strenuous efforts up to the 
Spring of 1886 were to get home rule carried 
In such a form as should satisfy Mr. Cham- 
berlain and to insure the succession of ths 
latter in Mr. Gladstone’s place as soon as 
the latter should disappear—very soon, as 
Labouchere thought, and evidently hoped. 

To get the first step taken Labouchere kept 
from 1881 onwards in close touch with Mr. 
Gladstone as the head of the government, 
with Mr, Chamberlain as his own future 
leader, with Parnell so far as that most re- 
served of men would allow, with Mr. Healy, 
and with the one conservative in whom he 
recognized a kindred spirit, Lord Randolph 
Churchill. 

Did he believe in the Irish and their single 
minded patriotism? People in genera] 
thought he did, and he wished them to be- 
lieve it, as wss shown, for instanoe, in his 
letter to The 1'‘mes of Jan. 2, 1886. In that 
he wrote; “ Your, sir, possibly have not been 
brought closely in contact with the Irish 
leaders. I have; and more practical, sensible, 
I may indeed say more moderate, men, when 
not under the influence of temporary excite- 
ment, I never came across.”’ 


Real Views as to Ireland. 


But just five days before that letter he had 
written as follows to Mr. Chamberlain: 


I should say myself that it would be far better 
not to have the Irish at Westminster at all: this 
would meet the conundrum of an imperial and an 
English ministry. Asa statistical fact, Ireland 
does not now contribute much more than the cost 
of her civil government to the imperial exchequer. 
Let her contribute nothing or some fixed sum for 
armaments (which she probably would not pay). 
She would be like the dominion. We should hoid 
the country through the army and the 
and if she tried to separate we should suspend the 
constitution. But as a matter of fact, she would 
not try. The Irieh idea of patriotien is to serve 
the country at @ good salary, and to get places for 
cousins, eto. You would see that Irish politics 
would become & perpetual vestry fight for the spoil. 

That wes his real view of Ireland and her 
politicians, and it is one to which it is more 
than ever necessary to call attention at th; 
present moment, when radical politicians are 
busily employed in hiding a sentiment which 
many of them share to the full with the late 
member from Nerthampton. 


Conversion of Chamberlain.

himself in the good graces of the “ Old 
Buddha,” as her most promising disciple in 
‘the art of setting one barbarian against 
another, he had given proof of the chief 
qualities and defects of the classical man- 
darin. During his military career, while 
commanding the Imperialist forces with 
which Gordon defeated the Taipings, he dis- 
played the insatiable greed of money, the 
cold blooded barbarity, and cynical false- 
hood which continued to distinguish his 
régime as vigeroy and grand secretary. 


Many Ignoble Actions Recorded, 

He makes no secret of these things. Ac- 
cepting them without hesitation as part of 
the immutable traditions of his caste and 
creed, he records, with the frank naiveté of a 
Pepys, many ignoble actions based on the 
most sordid of motives. There is, indeed, an 
almost infantile artlessness in his record of 
things in themselves infamous, which par- 
tially disarms criticism. 

For instance, when Gordon was fighting 
the Taipings in a way which compelled even 
I.i’s admiration, and incidentally gaining 
for him the high favor of Tseng Kuo-fan and 
the empress dowager, the future viceroy 
pathetically records his wish that the Eng- 
lishmen “ might forget about the cursed pay 
for the troops! Damn them! They will do 
nothing without pay now, but eat and drink 
and sleep.”’ 

To reduce the expenditure on commiosariat, 
80 “‘ depleting to private funds,”’ he decides 
to keep the troops fighting, because ‘“‘ when 
they are marching or engaged in battle they 
are always on the lokout for food and drink, 
and they manage to get it somehow. But when 
they remain idle in big numbers they get lazy 
and mutinous and want the food brought to 
them. This alone requires the services of 
many extra men, and the expense of the food 
is hard to bear.” 


Ambition and Greed Hand in Hand. 

Thus in all sincerity writes the young man- 
darin, who in the same pages confesses that 
he “ did not like the occupation of arma, but 
had his future to think of”; the same who 
later in life starved the imperial navy and 
‘squeezed’ the imperial arsenals so un- 
mercifully that when war came his country 
was ignominiously defeated. 

Ambition, far seeing and tireless, ig re- 
flected from every page of Li Hung-Chang’s 
diaries; ambition, first to be distinguished 
wbove all scholars, to become the ‘poet 
laureate of China; next, to attain to high 
officé and great wealth, to stand preéminent 
in the councils of the *‘ old Buddha ”’; finally, 
tu leave recorded a fair name for patriotic 
virtue and good service to-the state, and 
above all to secure the favorable verdict of 
posterity. 

But throughout all the various phages of 

is career, as one after the other he attained 
to his ambitions by sheer force of intellect 
and energy, his self-communings reveal him 
as steadfastly consumed by two master pas- 
sions—love of money and veneration for the 
canons of the sages, ‘‘ for the analects and the 
laws and for every custom that may bring to 
the minds of the people those things and 
forms which tend toward a better respect for 
the past.”’ 


Cautious Eye on Public Opinion, 

Like his august mistress, Tzu Hai (who 

commanded to the end his loyalty and sincere 
admiration), Li Hung Chang understood the 
expediency of‘ revising the dynastic records 
for purposes of historical accuracy.” Like 
Tzu Hei, he kept a ‘cautious eye on public 
opinion and knew well how to embellish the 
brutal realities of life with the moral max- 
ims of the sages and “ the holiness of their 
philosophies.” 
; In old age, after. going abroad, for the first 
time in his life, to make peace for his country 
with Japan, being then fiercely denounced by 
his enemies at Peking, he hopes “ that in her 
own records the empress will ce me right 
in history, for I cannot bear to think that 
coming gencrations should regard me as 
other than a patriot who attempted well and 
did not always fail.”’ 

He was weil aware that the four men pri- 
marily responsible for the policy which led to 
the war with Japan were Yuan Shih-k’ai, Sir 
Robert Hart, Mr. Detring, and himseif; but 
he knew also, as did Tzu Hal, thet China’s 
unprepared and defenseless condition was 
due to the shanfeless corruption and nepotism 
of his own administration, from which Li 
Lien-ying, Prince Ch’ing, and Tru Hai her- 
self drew their rich harvest of “ squeeze.” 


Ever Playing to the Galleries. 

In the opinion of the greatest of his own 
countrymen—men like Chang Chih-t'ung and 
Liu K’un-yi—he was undoubtedly associated 
with the noterious Lf Lien-ying in responsi- 
bility for a state of public corruption un- 
equaled since the days of Ch’ien Lung’s venal 
grand secretary, Ho Shen. Knowing these 
things, it is not surprising to find him in his 
diaries as in his daily

Sensed the Advent of Young Chins. 

In a sense Li Hung Chang was born greet 
because, at & time when most of the ex- 
ponehts of the Confucian tradition failed 
to hear the still small voice of Young China 
in the distance, Li’s mind was.able not only 
to memorize the “Spring and Autumn 
Classic ’” backward, but to’ perceive the ne~- 
cessity for acquiring the mechanical and 
military aciences of the western world. 

Never for an instant was his faith shaken 
in the unassailable wisdom of the Confucian 
systum,. but he combined with the arro- 
gance and ignorance of the typical mandarin 
a shrewd common sense and breadth of vision 
which enabled him to estimate forces and te 
determine relative values as none of his coun- 
trymen could do. | 

He was born great, in that he possessed 
brain power and industry far above the 
average; he achieved greatness, partly by 
his own hard work and partly by succ ully 
cultivating the favors of the great. Fi ly, 
with the first serious clashing of east and 
west, he had greatness thrust upon him, 
becomirig a very king amongst the blind. 


An Egoist and a Poseur. 

By his own confession he stands revealed 
as an incorrigible egoist and a magnificent 
poseur, one who savored flattery like a fine 
wine, and carried to his grave all the 
faiblesses of that literary aristocracy which 
lives so soft and dies so hard. 

His was the infantile type of vanity which 
could not confess to anything so undignified 
as sea sickness, which rejoiced without ceas- 
ing in the homage of American journalists 
and “the belle of the ship”; which could 
feel that- the end of the Emperor Kuang 
Hsi was near, but had no pity for him, “ be- 
cause, under the spell of those feather 
minded ones about him he refused to listen, 
even listen, to certain words of wisdom I 
would have uttered.” 

If it were not for the sincerity of his be- 
lief in himself and the sacred literary tra- 
dition, for certain rare impulses of gene- 
rosity and humanity [as in his delightful in- 
terview with the Japanese Christians from 
Moji], and for his shrewd mother wit and 
bonhomie, these memoirs of Li Hung Chang 
would represent « lamentable picture of 
China’s “ Great Man."’ 


Still a Rare Human Document, 

As it is, the naiveté with which his restless 
pen reveals the itching palm, his frankly 
confessed hatred of foreigners and contempt 
for the ‘““4ow and common herd” of his 
countrymen, all combine to make up a hu- 
man document of unusual and permanent 
interest, and to remind us not to judge the 
east by the western standards of conduct. 

For the rest, when Li’s proper place is ac- 
corded to him by posterity this word of his 
at least will femain true and a credit to his 
memory: 

“It does not matter what my enemies 
may accuse me of; in ail my life I have been 
on the side of law and order, and I have never 
inquired whether those twin institutions 
were white or yellow. Decency is like gold, 
the same in all countries.” 


THIS TOWN IS MODERN UTOPIA. 


Every Resident Well Paid and All 
Are Relieved of State and 
Town Taxes. 


BERLIN, Oct. 25.—Klingenberg, a town in 
southern Germany on the River Main, may 
lay claim to many of the characteristics of 
a modern Utopia. It not only supplies every 
resident with well paid work and relieves 
him of all his municipal and state taxes buf 
gives him an annual allowance of $400 for 
pin money, with occasional gifts for holiday 
celebrations. The fortunes of Klingenberg, 
which has about 1,700 inhabitants, are found- 
ed upon its deposits of clay, which on account 
of its fire resisting properties is widely ex- 
ported, particularly to the United States. 

The deposits are worked by the municipal- 
ity directly at an annual profit of $100,000, 
and every Klingenberger is entitled to a posi- 
tion as miner. The fortnightly pay day is ob- 
served as a holiday, without detriment to 
the regular German holidays, on which an 
extra payment of a dollar to a dollaranda 
quarter is made to every citizen to enable him 
to celebrate properly. 


ACTOR CAN’T IMITATE KAISER. 


German Police Compel Comedian to 
Change Makeup Which , Made 
Him Resemble Ruler. 


BERLIN, Oct. 26.—According to informa- 
tion given out at the theater, the police have 
compelled an actor named Paul, who is ap- 
pearing at the German playhouse In a popu- 
lar comedy, to change his makeup so as not to 
so closely resemble the emperor. Paul has 
features resembling those of the emperor 
and heightened the similarity by wearing 
the imperial mustache, with a view, the po- 
lice thought, to make the emperor appear 
ridiculous.

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MINES. OF BRAZIL 


RICH IN GOLD. 


lSouth American Fields as Yet 


Searcely Touched in the View 
of Correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times. 


| Che mate Ties 


- LONDON, Oct. 15—That the gold fields of 
Brazil have scarcely. been touched is the 
hazard of a South American correspondent 
of the Times. It is pointed out that Brazil 
is almost encircled by great gold bearing 
mountain ranges, many being within its 
borders, arid even some of those which are 
not within them possibly sending by the great 
rivers which rise amongst them immense 


quantities of gold into its territories. 


The most famous and successful gold mine 
of Brazil is the Morro Velho, which is also 
in the province of Minas Geraes. The 8t. 
John del Rey company (limited) isan Eng- 
lish company founded in 1830 with & nominal 
capital of £1,000 [$825,000}'to work a vein 
of gold near 8. ‘oaod’el Rey. This mine gave 
out: in four years, but the company)then ac- 
quired the Morro Velho and has worked it 
ever since, with the exception of two or three 
periods’ when operations have had to be sus- 
pended owing to serious falls in the mine. 


Enormous Dividends Are Paid. 


During the first working period, which 
lasted till 1864, the mine produced £3,200,000 
{$16,000,000} worth of gold and paid £900,000 
[$4,500,000] in dividends. In its second great 
period, which extended from 1874 to 1886, the 
mine yielded £5,500,000 [$27,500,000], and paid 
more than £500,000 in dividends. It is still 
producing; in 1911 the output of gold amount- 
ed to £443,000 [$2,215,000] and gave @ profit of 
£140,700 [$708,500]. It is curious to find that 
the production in that year was the largest 
since the first year of the acquisition of the 
mine by the company. 

The mine has now a mill of 180 stamps, and 
is undoubtedly the best equipped of any 
mining undertaking in South America. The 
cre reserve at the moment represents about 
1,000,000 tons, but as a matter of fact the mine 
is probably inexhaustible. 

Should it ever have to be abandoned it will 
be due in all probability, not to the exhaustion 
of the gold but to the sheer physical difficul- 
ties in the way of getting the gold out. The 
mine is now down to 4,400 feet, where rock 
temperatures of close upon 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit are found. 


Gold Fields in Immense Area. 

It has been the fashion in certain quarters 
in recent times to suggest that the gold de- 
posits of Brazil are practically exhausted, 
with here and there a possible exception, like 
Morro Velho, and that éven the latter must 
soon reach the end of its remarkable career. 
And certainly, when one considers the im- 
mense area of country over which gold has 
been found in appreciable quantities, to- 
gether with the testimony of competent ob- 
servers who have systematically examined 
these regions, the present trifling amount 
of gold yielded by Brazil is disappointing. 

It will be seen from the map appended that 
gold is found in districts extending from the 
extreme northern frontier of Brazik where it 
is bordered by the Guianas, almost all the 
way along the Atlantic side to the extreme 
south, on the borders of Uruguay, while a 
large district is found inland towards the 
borders of Paraguay. It would appear that 
the province of Minas Geraes is remarkably 
rich in gold. Not only are Morro Velho and 
other famous mines, working or abandoned, 
situated in this province, but gold appears 
to have been found throughout its entire 
length and breadth. 

New discoveries are being continually 
made in this province, the latest being what 
promises to be a rich region near. Montes 
Claros, towards the head of the Rio Verde 
Grande.

The Brunswick Throne. 
The squabble over the conditions on whicb 


1 tbe keiser’s son-in-law, Prince Ernest Au- 


gustus of Cumberland, shall ascend the 
throne of Brunswick as reigning duke shows 
no sign of abating as the date of his accession, 
fxed for some time in November, approaches. 
On the vital question of categorically re- 
nouncing his family’s pretensions to the king- 
dom of Hanover, the prince stands pat. 

It is a tremendous moral! triumph for the 
old Duke of Cumberland, this rugged refusal 
of his heir to surrender his house’s senti- 
mental claim and eat humble Prussian pie, 
and the super-patriotic press is almost foam- 
ing at the mouth over the embarrassing 
dilemma on which the kaiser is perched. The 
way seems now paved for the prince to be- 
come Duke of Brunswick without swearing 
a forma oath of renunciation of Hanover. 

The whole question, of course, is purely 
academic, for the thought that the Cumber- 
lands; present or future, can ever overthrow 
and reéstablish the Hanoverian 
throne, is almost too absurd for considera- 
tion.

Great Exhibition in Shepherds’ 


Bush, London, to Celebrate 


100 Years of Peace Between 
England and United States. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, Oct. 25.—The Earl of Kintore 
gave a dinner at Claridge’s during the week 
to the members of the executive committee 
of the Anglo-American exposition of 1914. It 
is said by the officials of the committee that 
the administration, so far as British exhib- 
iters are concerned, has up to the present re- 
ceived three times the number of applica- 
tions for participating in the exposition that 
Were made in the corresponding period prior 
to the Franco-British exposition of 1904, The 
hope is expressed that American art, indus- 
tries, and products will be repregented as- 
was never before attempted in Europe. 

The year 1914 will bring the centenary an- 

miversary of the signing of the treaty of 
which has resulted in 100 years of 


two countries, and it is proposed to recognize 


this anniversary in a way that shall fittingly | 


commemorate its importance as well as [llna- 
trate in a defihite way ‘just how ‘influential “ 
the two countries have been in the material 
progress of the world. 


The idea of a practical demonstration to. 


commemorate as well as to celebrate: this 


| 100 years of peace has taken root in a way 


to insure unusually Interesting resuits, and 
the Anglo-American’ exposition, as it: will 
be called, bas assumed an aspect that 
promises to unite the two nations more close- 
ly than ever. 


Advances of a Century Shown. 

It will be an occasion of joining hands 
across the sea after a fashion never before 
attempted, and the scope of the undertaking 
provides for exhibits that will illustrate what 
the United States and the United Kingdom 
have done for the world in the century just 
closing, in every branch of industry, art, 
science, and education, and will include u 
historical summary of the progress of the 
two countries for a century. 

The plan of a dual exposition of American 
and British products was first definitely sue- 
gested at a meeting of the American society 
in London in 1908, at which the late Ambas- 
sador Reid presided. In his remarks he said: 

‘Tt has been borne in upon a good many of 
the American residents in London engaged 


in business here that they see undef their | 


eyes the first opportunity in the history of 
the world, so far as international exhibits 
are concerned, of having one ready on time 
with the buildings already constructed and 
with nothing to be done but to get manufac- 
turers ready to exhibit to come in and take 
possession.” 


To Be Exhibition of Progress. 
Definite plans were adopted and an inaugu- 
ral meeting was heid at the Mansion house, 
London, on March 26 of this year, at which 
the lord mayor of London, Sir David Bur- 
nett, presided. It was then decided to con- 
duct this dual exposition of the British and 
American products, also to serve. as an ex- 
hibition of progress achieved in education, 
science, literature, inventions, and improve- 
ments in social life, as well as betterment of 
the conditions of working men and women, 
thus placing before the world the fruits of the 
intelléct and genius of the people of both na- 
tions. 
The lord mayor, in cae his address at 
thi a mien ies: ‘soi NQPERMION bas ever 
such es and interesting op- 
body sere and certainly there never was an 
occasion more fitting for a great exposition 
of the work and achievements of two nations 
of the same blood, celebrating their hun- 
Gredth anniversary of peace and concord. 
where people of the same family, although 
separated by a great ocean! Will be able to 
join hand in hand,.to unite in shaping their 
mutual destinies, and as kinsmen advancing 
the welfare of humanity and of the whole 
civilized world.”’ 


Profits to Some Public Object. 

The disinterested motives of those who 
are more prominently identified with the exe- 
cution of this plan is indicated by the follow- 
ing resolution proposed by Mr. Ginnell, M. P., 
seconded by the lord mayor of Cardiff, and 
adopted by an unanimous vote: 

“Resolved, That all 
the Anglo-American exposition, 1914, by the 
committee shall be devoted to some public 
object of national utility-to the kingdom and 
to the United States.”’ 

The site of the exposition, which will be 
open from May to October, 1914, is the Shep- 
herd’s Bush section of London, where have 
been constructed an imposing group of ex- 
hibition buildings. Thete buildings occupy a 
tract of more than 150 acres, readily acces- 
sible from the center of London's main thor- 
oughfare. The main entrance is cornected 
directly with the terminus of. or in close 
proximity to, the leading railways, tram- 
ways, and subway tubes, in the center ofa 
network of transportation lines, affording 
easy means of communication with all parts 
of London and all England, 

Elaborate plans are well under way to 
make the various exhibits as comprehensive 
as possible. arg a great advantage !s the fact 
that the bulldings, all of fireproof construc- 
tion throughout, are complete and actually 
ready for occupancy. This makes impossible 
‘the delay and inconvenience sometimes 
caused by the inability to finish construction 
work on time.

* BERLIN, Oct. 25.—Lady Grace of West- 
‘more, a beautiful English suffraget and a 
woman of mystery, is the latest recruit to 


She invaded Berlin 
several days ago, armed with a violin and 
blank books, in which she hopes to see a 
million signatures of men converted to her 
ideas. 

Lady Grace issue@ an appeal today, in 
which she declares that woman's code of 


honor in her relations with her ~isters is 
much lower than that of man to man, and | 
calling on women to cease their little infamies | 
toward each. other as the first <tep to entitle | 
them to the réspect and consideration of 
men ahd the granting to them of equal polit- 
ical righte. . 

She has had 1,000 copies printed, and ex- 
pects to commence a personal distribution 


if the police do not interfere. 


Soft Music, Then You Sign. 
Folfowing. the. theory t music hath 
charts fo ‘soothe the savage-breast, Lay 

Grace, who fs an accomplished musician, a 
student of the great Joachim, hopes first 
to soften the German masculine heart with 
her violin and then appeal for signatures of 
men won over to sympathy with the cause 
of woman suffrage. 

So far she has obtained 10,000 : ,natures 
in Germany, including that of Mukhtar | 
Pasha, the Turkish ambassador, and Caruso, 
the tenor, in a characteristic pen sketch, 
with his mouth open, shouting ‘* Votes for 
women!” drawn by the singer. Lady Grace 
says. she will beard the lion in his den and ask 
Chief of Police von Jagow for his signafure. 
She hopes also to induce the imperial chan- 
cellor, Dr, von Bethmann-Hollweg, and the 
American ambassador, James W. Gerard, to 
affix their signatures to the document. 

Young and beautiful, highly educated, ac- 
complished, and of refined. manners and 
dress, Lady Grace of Westmore is very much 
of a mystery to the German police. It is said 
that the name by which she is known here 
conceals the identity of an English countess 
who is eccentric in many ways and has spent 
the greater part of her life in Paris. She 
aeserts that she often played the violin be- 
fore King. E@ward. . She wears a valuable 
brooch bearing the engraved words “ Ed- 
ward VIIL.,” which, she says, was the gift of 
the late king. 


Foe to Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst. 

Lady Grace says she.is aMliated with the 
suffragist organizations in England and is a 
bitter.foe of Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst. She 
is a suffraget solely for the purpose of 
eliminating some of the great harm done to 
the movement by Mrs. Pankhurst. She ex- 
pects to accomplish this by showing that 
femininity is not incompatible with suffrage.

Being the 
most peaceful of the pea she submitted 
her appeal to a lawyer before having it 
printed.

TELEPHONE RATES REDUCED. 


Conversation Between France and 
Great Britain to Cost One-Half 
Former Charges, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, Oct. 15.—As soon as the necessary 
arrangements are completed the rates of 
telephone talk between Great Britain and 
France are to be reduced by one-half. An i.- 
teresting feature in the forthcoming scheme 
is the establishment of zone rates between 
given areas in both countries. For instance, 
the 4 shillings for three minutes’ day con- 
versation will cover communication between 
London and Paris and a wide area around 
both ‘capitals. 

For 4 shillings a telephone message can 
be ha@ not only with Paris but: with any of 
the great towns of the nortH of France. 
Then: there isa second zone at 6 shillings. 
Subscribers who have arrangements for 
fixed nightly calts between Paris and Lon- 
dom will have six minutes for 4 shillings in- 
stead of for 8 shillings, as previously. 

The cable laid between the two countries 
is the longest submarine telephone cable 
in the world. An experimental new one has 
just been put down fitted with coils at in- 
tervals which have the power of reinforcing 


voice strength as the message passes through 


them. 
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TUBERCULIN TEST$ 


PROTECT CATTLE. 


Unrelenting Action of North and 
South America Is Recognized 
By British Breeders as of the 
Utmost Wisdom. 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—One feature associated 
with the shorthorn cattle sales of the present 
autumn deserves more than passing notice. 
For the first time the conditions of sale at 
the principal events have signified a decisive 


attitude on the question of the tuberculin 


test. 

Ever since tuberculin was accepted by the 
veterinary profession as a diagnostic for 
tuberculosis it has been employed increas- 
ingly in wel] managed herds, but in a hap- 


fi hazard or tentative fashion. Breeders had 


their animals tested, not because they be- 
lieved in the efficacy of the process, but as 
&@ guide in catering for the export trade, of 
which the test was a basic condition. 

The test hitherto has been carried out 
primarily for the private information of the 
owner; now it appears to be adopted on 
pubic grounds, 


Credit Given American’ Breeders. 

Because of its popularity abroad as well 
as its predominance at home, the shorthorn 
breed has been more deeply affected than 
any other by the tuberculin test, and itis 
the sales of this variety that have furnished 
evidence of a general movement in favor ef 
its application. , 

In this connection it may be admitted that 
the practice of testing cattle has grown out 
of its adoption as a qualification for admis- 
Sion into the principal importing countries. 
Therefore the credit fet any good the tu- 
berculin .test has done must be given to the 
unrelenting action of South and North Amer- 
ica. 

The public recognition of the test mada 
last week at the saies in Aberdeenshire and 
at the two principal English fixtures of this 
week marks a forward movement of great 
significance. Important as this frank decia- 
ration is, it Is merely an outward indication 
of a much wider system of reform govern- 
ing the housing and general management of 
pure bred cattle. The use’ of tuberculin, 
even if its efficacy were not questioned, would 
not go far to remedy the defects that are 
alleged to exist unless it were followed by 
changes in the managemient suggested by its 
teachind 


Care of Herds Is Improved. 

Breeders of shorthorns and other varieties 
have been keeping well ahead of the test 
movement. Having learned from, exper!- 
ence that tuberculin was not infallible, they 
preferred, in adapting their homesteads and 
general routine, to proceed on the assump-~- 
tion that sound hygienic principles were @ 
wiser base to adopt. 

Necessity has driven them to test their 
animals, but, as soon as the dangers asfo- 
ciated with unclean and badly ventilated 
sheds were impressed upon them, they were 
quick to grasp the ‘significance of the point, 
and at once set about the improvements sug- 
gested, 

The alterations made in recent years in 
sheds occupied by pure bred cattle and dairy 
herds have gone a iong way to remove the 
imperfections of which complaint was made. 
The average homestead, sheltering a herd 
long established and of pure descent. leaves 
very Httle to be desired In construction, ven- 
tilation, cleanliness, and general appearance. 


ROW’ OVER GERMAN EMBASSY. 


Radical Papers Urge Parliament to De- 
cline to Vote Money for 
Kaiser’s Changes.

' If it expresses the policy of union labor, it 
"fs better that it should be explicit, eo that 
it will be discussed and the public generally 
learn the pros and cons of the situation. 

_ To begin with, the fact should be squarely 
faced that the Illinols federation by this 
resolution formally and, we assume, delib- 
erately, opposes its members’ doing a 
higuy necessary patriotic public service— 
prepar.ng for national defense. 

As this service is not compulsory, the fed- 
eration has a legal right to take this posi- 
‘tion. It risks no legal attack for so doing. 
‘But it assumes a serious moral responsibility 
neve-theless. 

President Walker evidently realizes this 
moral aspect of the question, for he hastens 
to assure the public that “ when the union 
needs men in its defense none will answer 
gooner than the members of organized la- 

-” 


This is so true that no such aesurance 
from Mr. Walker or any other labor leader 
ie needed. But it does not lighten the re- 
@ponsibility of Mr. Walker and his federa- 
‘lon in the least for what they have done. 
Tt offers no excuse for the declaration against 
fhe militia. : 

Mr. Walker says that “when the union 
meeds defense none will answer sooner than 
the members of organized labor.” 

Weil, the union needs defense now and 
always. But Mr. Walker and bis federation 
eppose the voluntary participation of union 
members in this defense. Defense does not 
begin with war. It is maintained during 
peace to prevent war. 

And how empty is Mr. Walker's deciara- 
tion thet union members will “ answer.” 
How will they answer? Undieciplined, un- 
trained, without knowledge, without prepa- 
ration. Clerks, merctants, professional men 
are preparing today to “answer.” Mr. 
‘Walker and his federation say that organ- 
ized labor should not do itd share, should 
hold iteelf as a clase apart from their fellow 
eltizens, refusing to help bear the patriotic 
burden of efficient defense. 

_ Organised labor cannot afford to take this 
Position. It has no justification for taking 
it. The misuse of the militia in industrial 
struggles has been very infrequent and is 
becoming more infrequent. But the hostil- 
yity of labor leaders of a certain type to the 
“Militia is based not merely on its misuse but 
@pon any use. This is legieal from the point 
of view of revolutionary radicalism, but from 

“Re other. 
“ik When the militia is misused the appeal 
‘Bbtould be to public opinion, to the courts, 
2 to the ballot box. When labor leaders 


members will do when called upon can @b- 


secure the shortsightedness, the ignorant self- 


ishness, and want of patriotism of this open 
opposition to a civic duty and vitally neces- 
sary protection for our common country. 


NAPOLEON AND WASHINGTON. 

When Washington died, a private citi- 
gen, Napoleon Bonaparte, first consul of 
France, ordered the battle standards of 
’rance to be draped in mourning as a tribute 
to the greatest man of that, if not all, time. 

Napoleon was then at the outset of the ro- 
mantic career which soon diverted the con- 
temporary mind from all others. He stag- 
gered the civilized world, overthrew existing 
institutions, and in defeat achieved greater 
glory than his conquerors. 

His accomplishments still haunt the minds 
of men like old memories. 

With time the fame of Washington has 
atrophied. 

A school of misguided educatore rewriting 
his character to suit their views of a public 
example have divested him of gl] buman and 
interesting attributes. 

Above party, he left none to eralt bis mem- 
ory. 

The rapid match of events has constantly 
diverted the contemporary mind to moderna 
issues, forgetful of the crises which Wash- 
ington overcame et the government's {n- 
ception. 

So it is that Napoleon universally today is 
acclaimed as the genius of geniuses, while 
the greater Washington rests in a compara- 
tively forgotten grave. 

As opposed to the general rule of great 
men, great in some particular, Washington 
and Napoleon were of universal greatness, 
When asked to name great generals, the 
tongue rans lightly over the names of Marl- 
borough, Frederick, Gustavus, Condé, Na- 
poleon, Masséna, Wellington, Voa Moltke, 

Washington, Lee, and Grant. 

When etatesmen are called for, Stein, 
Pitt, Cavour, Bonaparte, Bismarck, Waash- 
ington, Hamilton, Lincoln, and Webster. 

Bonaparte and Washington alone are 
found in both lists. 

Neither aspired to literary distinction, yet 
the writings of each would entitle him to 
high consideration if they were not over 
shadowed by greater achievements. 

Comparison between Washington and Na- 
poleon is not easy. 

Washington became commander-in-chief 
of an unorganized crowd. His natural genius 
and backwoods experience had to train of- 
ficers and men alike; to organize a commis- 
sary, and to lead an incompetent congress. 

Bonaparte came to command an army in- 
ured to war and commanded by officers 
from corporals to major generals; by men 
who had found their level on the stricken 
field. Jourdan and Carnot in organization, 
Masséna in battle, had achieved a perfection 
that Napoleon found hard to surpass. 

Hence it was that Napoleon accomplished 
tactical feats upon which Washington never 
ventured, and spoke scornfully of Washing- 
ton’s war as a war of outposts. 

And yet, when measured on the grandest 
scale of adapting facilities at band to the 
object to be achieved, the balance of success 
lies with Washington. 

In doggedness. in maintaining a position 
in the face of impending destruction before 
the enemy, the siege of Boston will stand 
on equality with Rivoli or Eylau. 

For desperate rapidity in attack under the 
pressure of neceasity, Princeton can be set 
beside Marengo. 

Washington's campaign through the Jer- 
seys in 1777 ie the only one in history com- 
parable to Napoleon’s defense in 1814. The 
march from the Hudson to Yorktown is a 
parallel to the one on Ulm. And to mingle 
defeat with victory, the battle of New York 
is not dissimilar from that of Leipsic. 

Washington made himself great in the 
service of his fellow men. 

Napoleon served his fellow men only to 
make himself great. 

The collapse of the Oontinental congress 
and the failure of the convention called each 
nation’s genera! into politics. 

It was then that Napoleon used the crisis 
to make himself emperor. The thrifty he 
approached by securing life and property. 
To the patriots he appealed by bringing or- 
der out of chaos in government. The liti- 
gants he bound to him by re@stablishing the 
administration of justice, The soldiers he 
conciliated by exalted rank. The passions 
of bis countrymen he fed upon his victories. 

Through all his career he endeavored to 
conciliate the orderly by peaceful adminis- 
tration at home and to suppress political 
malcontents by successful wars abroad. 

In crises Weahington took the opposite 
course. 

He used his influence to build up a govern- 
ment in which he should not be necessary. 

He insisted upon order at home for the 
welfare of its citizens. He caused a strong 
and well ordered national finance to give 
strength to resent foreign aggression. 

War, which must result in additional pow- 
er to himself, perhaps renewed dictatorship, 
he resisted at great loss of personal popular- 
ity. Assaults upon his reputation and upon 
his popularity were not combated at risk 
of individual freedom, or avoided at risk to 
the national welfare. 

The end of the twocareers was the logical 
result of their living. The great military 
machine inherited by Napoleon was worn 
out in the using. The financial structure of 
the empire collapsed under the expense of 
his wars. The glory of his victories did not 
keep France from deserting him in defeat. 

A combination of his enemies overthrew him 
in battle, overran his country, and re@stab- 


 jighed the monarchy. 


Napoleon left France smaller, weaker, 
poorer, more primitive than he found it. All 
that she has since achieved has been won 
spite of him. ’ 

Washington took command of a dozen re- 
bellious colonies, without organized govern- 
ment, He maintained an army of untrained 
men for seven years in the face of the beet 
soldiers that Europe then knew. With such. 
assiatants as gathered around him he forged 
a splendid military weapon, and at the end 
achieved @ notable strategic and tactical vic- 
tory. : 

From war he turned to » 
unselfish, unequaled character; thé same 
control of men; the same endurance under 
pain; the same unerring

peace.--The same! Segin With this formal act, for the battle of

of his life for his country in peace aa it had 
been in war. He followed its will, but did 
not hesitate at times to enforce his own judg- 
ment against the apparent desire of a ma- 
jority of the citizens, only to find that most 
of these citizens were willing to accept his 
judgment before their own. 

When he finally retired to private life he 
left a nation made. 

America shared the world’s apprerviation 
of the living Washington and has joined it 
in forgetting his greatness. 

Has not the time comearound to give him 
again the title so surely his. “ The Greatest 
of Mankind "? 


A CHILD SHALL LEAD THEM. 

One of the “ forward-looking "—and for 
ward-working—men of England is Capt. Sir 
Francis Vane, graduate of Toynbee Hall, 
veteran of the Boer war, soldier, and social 
worker. 

Lying out on the veld one night watching 
the Southern Cross, a truth came to Sir F'ran- 
cis which, he says, has influenced his life 
and actions ever since. The truth is this: 

That the young ore not divided by ra- 
cial or other prejudice induced by heredity, 
ond 

That when this te recognised the great 
probleme of the future ore well on their 
way to be solved because they will resolve 
themeelvee into @ simple question ef juet 
educetion. 


a simple matter, nor is it easy to prevent 
the difference of race from entering as an 
intensifying influence into controversies 
which are the outcome of economic, political, 
or social rivalries. But Sir Francis is right 
in considering of very great importance the 
destruction of the theory that inherent, or at 
least hereditable, race animosities exist. As 
he says: “ As long as we begin by assuming 
the original ein of division in the young, or 
indeed any other original sin, we become 
sidetracked at once in dealing with all racial 
and class problems, and we must even be- 
come false to education itself in its proper 
sense.” 

Sir Francis has told in a fine-epirited 
article in the Contemporary Review of Sep- 
tember how this light came to him. Incom- 
mand of a troop, he had appeared at a Boer 
farm seeking forage. Among other things, 
he asked if he could get some eggs, but when 
he was told by the farmer’s vrouw that the 
children would have to go without if he took 
any, he, like the man he is, dismissed the 
matter. But just as he was leaving, a little 
girl who had heard his request came shyly 
up to him and in Huglish said: 


‘* Commandant, I heard you ask for egge; here 
take this one,”’ and she pushed an egg inte my 
I aid not , though I felt like it, anal 
her, because I felt like it, too~—trut that-child 


little girl, who wes an enemy, ? 
who had no racial prejudice and

Other experiences of what Sir Francis 
calls “ the catholicity of the.young” im- 
pressed upon him the emptiness of the belief 
that there are inherent race antipathies and 
the truth that it is the grownups who cor- 
rupt the catholicity of youth with pernicious 
prejudices of race, class, or sect. . 

Let us protect this catholicity, says 
Sir Francis. Let us learn from it that race 
antagonism is not God ordained, but made of 
the selfish passions and fearsofmen. That, 
therefore, it is not to be accepted, but com- 
bated by the forces of intelligence. 

Sir Francis says that his experience with 
the childhood of many races has taught him 
the deep meaning of such passages of the 
New Testament as “ And he took a little 
child and placed him in the midst of them,” 
“Por of euch is the kingdom of heaven,” 
“ And a little child shall lead them.” 

In the United States race antagonisms 
exist in less dangerous furm than in Durope, 
but they exist, and they are a discredit to 
us, as well as an injury, and in some degree 
a peril. Racial prejudice, coupled with 
economic rivalry, creates two of our most 
serious probleme—that of the negro and that 
of the Japanese. Clannishness, a form of 
race prejudice, creates groups of voters in 
American cities who divide on race lines 
instead of on good American citizenship. 

We need the large wisdom of the appeal 
of Sir Francis Vane. 


THE CENTURY OF PEACE. 

In England they are laying plans for an 
elaborate celebration of the centenary of 
Anglo-American peace. The British com- 
mittee has Lord Grey for cheirmaa, with 
Lord Rothschild and Lond Revelstoke as 
treasurers, und includes besides fifty men 
inent churchmen, literary men, artists, and 
leaders of the commercial life of the coun- 

id 


This committee hae called for a fund of 
$300,000, of which it is proposed to apply 
$40,000 to the purchase of Sulgrave Manor, 
Northamptonshire, the ancestral seat of the 
Washingtons, to be maintained as a place 
of pilgrimage for Americans in England and 
“es a center for British-American fellow- 
ship for periodical meetings and social gath- 
erings.” 

Other main features of the plazm are the 
erection of a suitable memorial in West- 
minster abbey, to which the dean and chap- 
ter have given their consent, and the foun- 
dation of a permanent chair of Anglo-Amer- 
ican history, to be held in succession by 
eminent American an4é British historians, 
and the endowment of n scheme of annual 
prises in the elementary and secondary 
schools for essays on topics germane to the 
objects of the celebration. 

Meanwhile, a committee in the United 
States, with Ool. Roosevelt as honorary 
chairman, and another in Canada, having the 
official approval of Prime Minister Borden 
and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, are engaged in plans 
for celebrations and memorials on this side 
of the Atlantic, while the city of Ghent will 
take part in commemoration of the treaty 
which began the century of peace. 

One year remains for preparation, the 
treaty having been signed on Christmas eve, 
1814—and, strictly speaking, peace did not

, THE LUNGS. 

RWIN RUSSELL tells us that when the 
animals were assembled in the ark and it 
became plain that they must either play 

or fight, some animal made a banjo, 
“an’ den de mighty question riz, how 
wus dey gwine to string it.” When man 
was being planned it was apparent that he 
must burn fuel to get energy, and then the 
mighty question arose as to how to get rid of 


the amoke. 

For this the lungs were devised, 
and excellent ents for the purpose 
they are, in spite of some shortcomings. For 
instance, the arrangement meaas that they 
are Wastefulofair. They must take in many 
hundred times as much as would be needed 
if the bleod could extract all of the oxygen. 
They must constantly keep on hand a great 
excess store of air. All of this means 
waste. : 

However, that made no great difference. 
There was a great abundance of air, and 
there was no reason why the bellows should 
not be built powerful enongh and large 
enough to use sufficient of it. 

The second shortcoming was that the ar- 
rangement exposed tothe germs of the alr 
tissues that had no adequate power of pro- 
tection. That defect was harder to remedy. 
In fact, it is not remedied yet.

The Chicago health department report 
tells us that practically one-third of all the 
deaths are due to impure air diseases, mean- 
ing thereby infections of the lungs and bron- 
chial tubes. 

The inability of the airways to protect 
themselves against bacteria is the weak- 


est point in this machine. The evolutionists 


tell us that the first lungs were called gills. 
In gills at work there is a thin membrane 
with blood on one side of it and water on 
the other, and gases are passing back and 
forth betweenthem. They tell us the reason 
bacilli find infection of the airways so easy 
is because the air passages were planned 
for water passages. 

This reason may or may not be the correct 
one. However that may be, the fact re- 
mains that this liability to infection is the 
weak point in the machine, end that is what 
you and | are interested in. 
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The lungs consist of a large number of 
small alr sacs. Museums generally contain 
a metal cast of the human lungs, made by 
filling these air sace with molten metal, and 
this, having set, divesting the tissue away as 
we break away the sand mold from a piece 
of cast iron. 

This specimen has the appearance of two 
bunches of small grapes. The air cells cor- 
respond to the grapes; and the large bron- 
chial tubes to the stems. 

When a single cell is studied under the 


single layer of flat cells set on a tissue 
framework, just plentifully enough to sup- 
port the ceils and blood vessels, 

The large artery, called the pulmonary, 
carries the black, waste laden blood into the 
lungs. This large artery divides and con- 
tinues to divide until nothing is left but the 
capillaries composed of a single layer of 
exceeding thin cells. 

On the one side is the alr in a eac com- 
posed of a single layer of thin, flat cella, 
and on the other is the blood in a capillary 
composed of a single layer of thin, flat cells 
~—Jjust two thin layers of thin, flat cells be- 
tween the blood and the air. 

Out of the blood into the air across these 
two layers pour the wastes from this dark 
wasteful blood. Out of the air into the 
blood pours the oxygen of theair. That is 
what the machine was built for. 

~<- 

In this description nothing is sald about 
the bellows, and we think of the lungs as 
bellows. The chest wall is the bellows. 
The muscles of the chest walls, those be- 
tween the ribs, assigted by those on the out- 
side, raise the ribs and expand the chest 
upward and outward. At thesame time the 
muscle called the diaphragm pushes down 
on the abdomen and expands the chest down- 
ward. A vacuum in the air sacs is formed 
and the air flows in to fill it. That is called 
inspiration. 

After a few seconds the ribs drop down, 
the diaphragm rises up and space in the 
chest is lessened. Some of the air is squeezed 
= This is where the bellows action comes 
n. 

The pleura has little to do with it. It Is 
slipped in between the bellows muscles of 
the chest wall and the expanding and con- 
tracting air sacs as ball bearings are siipped 
into an axle box to reduce friction, to make 
the parts run easily, and. to prevent hot 
boxes. 

A well set up machine has a drip pan at- 
tached. It is not a part of the machine, yet 
it helps to get rid of the surplus oil, dirt, 
and shoddy in the best way possible. In the 
delicate tissue walls of the lungs are some 
lymph channels to carry off the excess of 
soot, dirt, and bacteria—the pollution that 
the filters farther up the line have failed 
to remove, | 
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The lungs are never completely emptied 
of air. The amount of air that remaing in 
the lungs after a man has breathed out just 
as much as he can is 100 cubic inches. This 
the psysiologist calls residual air. 

After ohe has breathed out naturally 
there is in the lungs this 100 cubic inches 
of residual and another 100 cubic inches 
called supplemental air, or‘a total of 200 
cubic inches. The air that flows in and out 
with each respiration is only twenty cubic 
inches. In other words, of the total 220 
cubic inches in the lungs at the end of full 
inspiration, only twenty cubic inches, or one- 
eleventh, go out with expiration, and the 
otirer ten-eleventh stay behind, 

The common idea is that in expiration all 
the 220 cubic inches flow out and with in- 
spiration a new 220 inches flow in. The 
flow is not like that of a stream. It is like 
the tide. In fact, this respiratory air ‘is 
called tidal air. 

With each expiration the lungs empty one- 
tenth of their air, and take in enough fresh 
air to dilute what was left behind. Air as 
it goes into the lungs containg nearly 21 
per cent of oxygen. Alr ag it is expired con- 
tains 17 per cent of oxygen. It has lost about 
4 per cent of its oxygen while in the body. 
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As air enters the lungs it contains oxygen 
enough for five breathings, and as it comes 
out there are still four breathings of oxygen 
fn it. In addition, the lungs contains 500 
cubic inches of air residual and supple-

fallen down on its job. ere the lungs are 
laboring to do double tasks we speak of the 
condition as asthma. 
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If the blood vessel walls are so thick that 
the waste cannot easily get from the ves- 
sels to the air sacs, we speak of it as asthma 
due to hardened arteries, or, as Bright's die- 
ease is nearly always present, it is more corh- 
monly known as the asthma of Bright's 
disease. 

If the heart is weakened, and the blood 
congests in the lungs, or if, associated with 
the heart disease, the walls of the vessels are 
thickened, we speak of it as the astima of 
heart disease. 

If there is an increase of fibrous tissue 
in the lungs, the result of consumption or 
the long continued breathing of coal dust, 
the air cannot get to the blood, and the 
blood cannot get to the air, and asthma re- 
sults. 

In the ordinary form of asthma there is, 
to begin with, a chronic bronchitis, To this 
there is added spasm of the tubes or of the 
blood vessels, so that the air cannot get to 
the blood. 

Maybe, in ordinary asthma, the blood is 
filled with bacterial poisons, so that it can- 
not pick up oxygen. I say maybe, for this 
theory has been proposed, but the evidence 
8 lacking to prove or to disprove it. 

de 

When one pants from exertion the breath- 
ing is faster and deeper than normal. While 
this changes the air in the lungs somewhat 
faster and somewhat more completely than 
when at rest, and, therefore, removes more 
carbonic acid from the lungs, the need for 
such removal ig not the main cause of the 
panting. 

The tissues, particularly those of the 
brain, are in need of more oxygen, and also 
are under greater need of waste removal. 
The blood is not carrying oxygen to them 
fast enough, nor carrying away the waste 
fast enough, and the suffering tissues send 
out a call for help which the lungs try to 
supply in the only way they know how te act 
under any exceptional circumstances—by 
more rapid breathing. 

In order that air may get to and from 
the lungs it is necessary that tubes be pro- 
vided. The nose, the back of the mouth, 
called the throat, and also called the 
pharynx, the larynx, the windpipe, also 
called the trachea; and the bronchi, large, 
middle sized and small, constitute the air 
duct. Thig air duct is highly important 
because in it the air is cleaned, warmed, 
‘and moistened. 
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We said that this air machine was a poor 
machine in two particulars, one of these be- 
ing its cleansing apparatus. The air, as it 
enters the nose passes through a coarse 
acreen, the hairs of the nose. It then 
passes over some bafiles, the turbinated 
bones, where it is warmed and moistened, 
as Well as further cleaned. 

From these baffles it passes to some germ 
cleaners, the tonsils and adenoids. From 
these cleaners it passes through a narrow 
chink, the vocal cords, and then into a larger 
chamber, the windpipe. : 

As it swells around with all the cross 
currents to be found where air issues into 
& space through a narrow opening, much 
of the trash is thrown against the moist, 
sticky wall, to which it adheres. 

The walls of the bronchi are lined by 
ciliated epithelium, that is, cells that are 
covered with fine processes. These processes 
make the lining of a bronchial tube look like 
a wheat field, since the fine processes stand 
up like grain, and are always swaying 
rhythmically. 
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It will be quite evident to any one who 
has read the above description that foreign 
bodies such as soot, dirt, and germs, start- 
ing in at the nose, will stand a small chance 
of reaching the smaller bronchi, but, at that, 
the greatest obstacle of all is still to be en- 
countered. 

The air does not rush in and out through 
the smallest tubes in strong currents. With 
each breath twenty cubic inches of air flow 
into spaces already occupied by 200 cubic 
inches. Beyond the small tubes, in the 
smallest tubes, and in. the air sacs, the 
air flows back and forth as flows the tide. 

The chance that a suspended particle will 
get far in currents of this type is not great. 
Any physicist and some mechanics will tel} 
you thet this method is well adapted for 
diffusion of gases, but that it is poorly 
adapted for the diffusion of solids suspended 
in gases. 
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There are so many obstacles in the way 
that few, practically none, of the bacteria 
which start in at the nose will reach the 
air sacs. Some soot will make the trip, but 
the particles will be exceedingly few as 
compared with the number that started. 

Of those that pass the barriers there are 
some that are harmful, and the cells beyond 
the barriers have not much resisting power. 

In certain dusty trades the dust particles 
are sharp and cutting. This is true of metal 
ir 8 — stone dust.

CITIES BUY RADIUM 
TO TREAT CANCER. 


More than Half of World’s Supply 
May Be Owned by German Mu- 
nicipalities as Result of Big 
Appropriations Voted. 


BERLAN, Oct. 25.—In view of the promising 
results attained in the treatment of cancer, 
more than a dozen German cities have voted 
money for the purchese of radium and its 
sister product, mesothorium. The appropria- 
tons range as high as $60,000 at Leipsic and 
$58,000 at Berlin. 

Munich is the only large city not yet in the 
market, the city council having postponed its 
intended $50,000 appropriation on the greund 
that speculators had raised the price of 
radium artificially and exorbitantly. 

The total amount voted throughout the em- 
pire is atready about $600,000, more than half 
the value of the world’s totel supply of 
radium at present. 


Swindlers Find a Rich Field. 

Public interest in these substances has 
created @ rare opportunity for swindlers, 
and redium promoters are already in the 
field. The German financial papers recently 
warned the public against an adventurer 
who hae already tried to exploit ¢he English 
and French markets with a pretended radium 
company and is now flooding Germany with 
cireulare advising investment in the stock 
of @ similar concern. He has obtained lists 
of possible mmvestors, and promises the cus- 
tomary enormous profits. : 

Radium institutes are springing up in 
every important German city, but the merits 
of the treatment are, as usual, overshadowed 
by a mass of extravagant claims. Among 
the really scientific developments reported 
in the application of redium and mesotho- 
rium to diseases of the ear. This is the sub- 
ject of an article by Dr. Hugel in the Munich 
Medical Weekly.

LONDON, Oct. 15.—With the piercing of 
the Mont d'Or tunnel through the Jura an-~ 
other important stage is completed in the im- 
provement of the competing railway routes 
between northern Hurope and Italy. Since 
the opening of the Simplon tunnel in 1906 
interposed a new and directer route to Milan 
between the Mont Cenis tunnel on the west 


and the St. Gothard on the east. the rectifica- 


tion of the main lines through Switzeriand 
‘has proceeded at a rapid pate. . 
The effect of the new Simpion route to 
Domodossole and Milan was greatly to in- 
crease the importance of the line from Paris 
by Dijon, Pontarlier, and Vallerbe to

between Paris and thé Simpion tunnel by 
way of Berne. 

* Rivalry on Preach Sections, Teo. 

There was the same stimulus of rivalry on 
the French sections. While the Lausanne 
route is fed from France by the Paris, Lyons 
and Mediterranean company, the Berne and 
Loetachberg line works in conjunction with 
the Eastern company. 

The access of both routes to the Alps is 
impeded by the long curves and heavy 
gradients of the lines over the Jura moun- 
tains, and the next stage in the contest was 
to save time and distance on thie intervening 
stretch. The Mont d’Or tunnel and the 
short cut from Fraane to Vallorbe, of which 
it forms part, are the rejoinder of the sup- 
porters of the western or Latisanne route 
* the opening of the Berne and Loetachberg 
ine. 

The new line will leave the familiar fron- 
tier station of Ponarlier on one side and 
reach Vallorbe by a route ten and a half 
miles shorter, over a considerably lower sum- 
mit level and across uplands less exposed to 
the winter snowstorms which frequently 
threaten to block the present Line. 

The corresponding effort on the eastern 
route has been the construction of the tua- 
nel through the Grenchenberg, which will 
provide direct access from Moutier, in the 
Jura, to Grenchen, in the Aar valley, and so 
to Bienne and Berne. 

Work Delayed by Strikers. 

Both works have been delayed by natural 
obstacles and by strikes among the Italian 
workmen, but the Mont d'Or tunnel is ex- 
pected to be ready for traffic before next 
summer, while the Grenchenberg tunnel will 
probably not be long in arrear. 

Meanwhile the concentration of traffic on 
Milan by both of these routes—for they unite 
at the northern end of the Simplon tunnel 
—has caused. some emulous uneasiness 
among the people of Turin. Considerable 
local enthusiasm has been expressed for 
the construction of a new line through the 
Graian Alps from Turin to Aosta, and thence

PETERSBURG, Oct. %.—That oid 
question of the successor to the throne of the 
Romanoffs may be settled soon, for Europe 
is interested in the announcement that the 
czarina fs expecting an addition to the royal 
family. For some months past she has been 
living in retirement in the royal summer home 
at Livadia and has been in fine health. She 
will remain there until the interesting event 
occurs. ; 

Alt of the other royal children of Russia 
were born at Peterhof except the Grand 
Duchess Olga. The only boy in the family, 
the 9 year old Alexis, is slowly dying from 
necrosis. A paper circulated by the Nihil- 
ists boldly declares the royal doctors give the 
boy only a few months longer to live. 

The question of a dynasty is of intense in- 
terest to Russia. The daughters of Nicholas 
cannot ascend the throne because Paul, who 


made a law agairst it. The czar’s brother, 
Michael, has renounced all rights to the 
throne by his morganatic marriage, and the 
grand dukes are considered generally unfit 
to reign. 

The Empress Marie of Russia is completing 
plans for permanent residence with Dowager 
Queen Alexandra of England at fandring- 
ham and Marlborough house. It is anopen 
secret at St. Petersburg that the empress’ 
daughter-in-law, the present czarina, was 
never on the best of terms with her, and the 
empress has now proposed to sell her castle 
at Satchima end transfer her valuabie treas- 
ures to England.

This action recalis the testimony before 
the money trust investigating committee.at 
Washington last winter, when Henty P. 
Davison, one of the voting trustees, was 
questioned closely as to the value and pur- 
pose of-such agreements. Mr. Dayison de- 
clared they were of little value now, but 
were serviceable during the period when am- 
bitious banking promoters were buying up | 
bank shares. ¢ 

News that the agreement was to be termi- 
nated came as a surprise to Wall street. The 
Bankers’ Trust company has $10,000,000 cepi- 
tal and surplus and undivided profits of about 
$20,000,000. Its stock is quoted at about $480 
a share. The stock has always been closely 


‘held by the most prominent financial inter- 


ests in the United States, who are represented 
on its board, which is exclusively composed 
of bankers and bank officers. 

No explanation of the change was forth- 
coming from the officers of the company, but 
the move will attract wide atténtion through- 
out the United Stgtes, since it is taken to 
mark the abandonment of the voting trust 
certificate plan for controlling great financial 
institutions.

In his senior year Williams was first in the 
high and low, breaking the intercollegiate 
record for the meet and the world’s record 
in the high? making :15%, the first time the 
hurdles had ever been run under 16 seconds.

and competed in the Canadian track cham. : 


pionships, winning both hurdles and making 
new Canadian records.

Minnesota had an early season game with 
Chicago on Oct. 13 and played a 6 to 6 tie. 
Chicago had won the year before and ex- 
pected to win hands down. Minnesota won 
from Wisconsig,. 6 to 5, and all its other 
games, That same season Yale won from 
Harvard, 28 to 0, and from Princeton, 24 
to 0, using the “ tackles back.”

On his professional side, on graduation 
from Penn, Dr. Williams won the Agnew 
prize for dissection and was a member of 
the Agnew surgical society. He was resi- 
dent physician for one year at Howard 
hospital and later instructor in gynecology 


for two years at the University of Pens 
syivania and quis-master for four years 
in the Medical institute. He spent part | 
of the years 1895, 1897, 1809, and 1904 abroad, 
studying altogether two years in Berlin and 
Vienna in hospital work. 

Since going to Minnesota he has been an 
instructor in the Minnesota Medica! school 
and was made assistant professor in 1911. 
He has a large medical and surgical prac- 
tice in Minneapolis at present. At the 
time of the 1906 upheaval in football Dr. »> 
Williams went to New York, where he », 
was elected as chairman of the football 
committee of the American Intercollegiate 
Athietic association. This committee arnal- 
gamated with the old rules committee and 
they bave remained together since. In 
this committee Dr. Williams suggested that 
the forward pass be permitted and drafted - 
the original rule with the idea of making 
the game more open and safe. He orig- 
inated the now famous “‘ Minnesota shift,” 
first played by the Minnesota team, and 
introduced in the east by Thomas L. Shev- 
lin, one of the Yale alumni coaches.

When the initial Grand circuit meeting of 
1913 at Cleveland came to an end the first 
week in July, the stable of Ed Geers did not 
appear to be particularly formidable, and this 
feature of the early campaign was being dis- 
cussed by several drivers, some of whom ex- 
pressed regret that “ Pop’’ should be so 
poorly equipped for the long battle. 

Then spoke Walter Cox, a long, lean, shrewd 
Yankee, whose string of trotters and pacers 
for years haa been one of the best in the Jand. 
Cox understands every angle of the game 
and is an important member of “the big 
four’ among trotting horse trainers, the 
others being Tom Murphy, Ed Geers, and W. 
J. Andrews, 

“‘ Don't worry about Geers," said Cox. *‘ He 
may seem a little short of high class stuff 
right now, but before the season ends he will 
be there with the goods, and when we go 
into winter quarters he will have a string 
of races and a lot of money to his credit, just 
as he always does.”’ 


Prediction Proves Correct. } 

Cox wasright. The Grand circuit meetings 
have ended, and with the exoeption of races 
at Dallas. Tex.; Phoenix, Ariz., and a few 
small affairs of the kind in Californis, the 
sport is over for the year. And B. F. Geers, 
beloved of the American public in a greater 
degree than any other driver, got his full 
proportion of the honors and the cash. Here 
are some of the things he did with his horse 
and sulky this year: 

He gave Anvil the fastest trotting record 
for a stallion in 1913, the figures being 2:03%. 

He gave Dudie Archdale the fastest trot- 
ting record by a mare for the year, 2:03%. 

He gave Reusess the fastest record of the 
year by a trotting gelding, and with him won 
the $10,000 M. and M. purse. 

He made Etawah not only the largest money 
winner among the 3 year old trotters, but 
put to the oolt’s credit a string of victories 
which show the son of Al Stanley to be about 
the most remarkable trotter of his age ever 
tcaled, 


Ordinary Year for Geers. 

The fasvest trotting mare of the year, the 
fastest trotting stallion of the year, the fast- 
es trotting gelding of the year, and the big- 
gest money winning 8 year old trotter—all 
the product of the skill, patience, and energy 
of Ed Geers. It is a record few reinsmen 
have achieved in any season, no matter how 
long they have been at the game, but in the 
case of Geers it merely is one year in a long 
series during which he never has been far 
from the top. 

In some respects Geers does not have the 
advantages possessed by other prominem 
trainers, notably Murphy and Cox. It is a 
shining tribute to Murphy's personal charac- 
teristics as well as his ability as a trainer and 
driver that he has in the brief period since he 
became a Grand circuit driver, built up for 
himself a clientele of rich men resident in va- 
rious parts of the land, who give him carte 
blanche in the buying of horses. 

Cox, in a lesser degree, has been similarly 
successful, a number of New ers 
standing solidly behind §im fn money mat- 
ters. Geers, of course, has a lot of good 
horses sent to him every year, but when it 
comes to buying the best prospects in the fal) 
he is at a decided disadvantage.

STARTS SCORING EARLY. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 25.—Shattering their 
opponents’ defense by terrific line plunges 
and circling ends with machinelike ‘persist- 
ence, the University of Michigan football 
team today defeated Vanderbilt yniversity, 
33 to2. Smarting from last week's defeat by 
the Michigan Aggies, Coach Yost’s men 
played a greatly improved game. 

Today's was the first real drubbing experi- 
enced by the Vanderbilt team since Coach 
Dan McGugin, a brother-in-law of Yost, took 
charge here. In a vain effort to halt the 
fierce onslaught of the Yost machine, Mc- 
Gugin made. nine changes in the Vanderbilt 
lineup. 
The Michigan players proved expert in the 
use of the forward pass. Though penalized 
frequently for holding and hurdling, they 
often recovered the Icst distance by passes. 


Michigan Scores at Start. 
Michigan's first touchdown was made six 
minutes after Paterson kicked off to Vander- 
bilt's twenty-fiVe yard line. Vanderblit 
rushed the ball to Michigan's thirty-five 
yard line, but kicked after being penalized 
fifteen yards. Hughitt caught the ball and 
darted fifty-five yards through a broken 
field. Michigan then was held by Vanderbilt 
and penalized fifteen yards. Ona fake kick 
Bastian threw the ball to Torbett, who ran 
to Vanderbilt's five yard line. Bastian went 
over for a touchdown. 

Michigan's second touchdown also was 
made in the first quarter, resulting from for- 
ward and delayed passes. The score was 
made by Bastian, who battered his’ way 
through the line. Paterson also kicked the 
second goal. 

Vanderbilt's score followed this touch- 
down. With the ball in Michigan's posses- 
sion on its five yard line, Quinn drdpped back 
for a punt. Tom Brown broke through the 
line and blocked the kick.: A Michigan play- 
er fell on the ball behind the goal, making a 
safety. ' 


Fumble Helps Yosts Tally, 

In the second quarter a fumble and a thirty 
yard forward pass were largely responsible 
for Michigan’s third touchdown, which was 
scored by Quinn. 

Boensch fumbled Quinn’s punt on Van- 
derbilt's five yard line, opening the way for 
Michigan's fourth touchdown. The ball was 
recovered by Lyons, and Hughitt plunged 
through for a touchdown. Patterson failed 
to kick goal: Neither side scored in the third 
quarter.

This ts 
the argument put forth by Edward 8. Mar- 
tin in his new book, “‘ Reflections of a Begin- 
ning Husband.” 

2 should venture to say, agreeing tn part 
with Mr. Martin. that some women have 
not solved the servant problem. but that the 
suffragists of Illinois have faced this diffi- 
city bravely and have satisfactorily ar- 
ranged their households, either with or with- 
out servants. 

The three De—dress. domestics, and dis- 
ease—are seldom discussed in a group of suf- 
fragists. It is perhans because they take part 
in matters of broader and more general in- 
terest. 

“ Mr. Martin is most unfair when he affirms 
thet women have not solved the servant 
problem.” declared Mrs. E. J. Sherwin. the 
viee president of the Glencoe Equa! Suffrage 
association, to whom T had gone to learn of 
the work planned for the organization for the 
coming year.

And so I could go on 
through the list, naming any number of wom- 
es, who are fully capable of making the house- 
hold machinery run smoothly by simply ap- 
plying a« little common sense and considera- 
tion. 

“T think that suffragists are perhaps a lit- 
tle more democratic than other women. The 
suffrage movement is a democratic move- 
ment, in which women are striving to get the 
vote for women of all classes. It fosters a 
spirit of democracy and sympathy. 

“So suffragists are willing to take a more 
sane, sympathetic standpoint on the servant 
question. They are willing to pay the wom- 
en who work for them a fair wage, to give 
them their hours of freedom, and to respect 
thei- rights and privileges. The suffragist 
naturally has a stronger sense of right and 
justice than the woman who is not aware that 
she is deprived of a right when she is de- 
prived of the ballot.

Ballot Tool for Reforms. 

“The women who are active in suffrage 
work are the women who want to use the 
ballot as @ tool in order to work social, munic- 
{pal. and political reforms. They are gen- 
erally women of broad understanding and 
sympathy. Their viewpoint is not narrow. 
Therefore it is easy for them to understand 
that the servant is not a being over which 
they can have tyrannical control and expect 
her to be contented. These are not the days 
of feudalism." 

The work of the Glencoe Baqual Suffrage 
association is to be carried on under the able 
leadership of Mrs. Fred W. King. who was 
for two years president of the Englewoud 
Woman's club. At the six meetings which 
are to be held during the year there will be 
speakers thoroughly famillar with the phases 
of national and state politics.

“This will create @ fresh interest. The 
enthusiasm kindled will not have time to die 
down before the election. This method, in 
my mind. is better than dragging the matter 
along. It is only following in the footsteps 
of the polKical parties Politicians do not 
campaign from ohe year's end to another.”

freedom from tension is most easily and quickly ob- 


Almost every one knows from personal experience that 
@Xercises performed tu the accompaniment of music have 
infinite advantazes over exercises performed without 
musical accompaniment. Regular gymnastic exercises 
have their place, and an important one. In them one 
has the element of control. But they lack the exhilara- 
tion of play that rhythmic gymnastics provide. In other 
Words, gymnastic exercises are primarily for the body. 
Rhythmic exercises are for the whole person—for heart, 
mind, and imagination, as well as for the arms, legs, 
and chest. 

Dancing is one of the resources for the expression of 
the joy of life, a resource that is directly related to 


. health, vigor, and beauty, 


That physical nature is most sensitive to rhythmical 
movement is easily proven in the actions of children 
when the “hurdy-gurdy” man comes around. They 
simply cannot keep still. They dance and skip for joy 
@bout the hand organ. They invent dancing games for 
themselves, and songs, too, never minding what the 
Sense may be if they only get a chance for active 
rhythmica] expression. The muscles of the body re- 
Spond eagerly to the exhilarating rhythm of music. 

* *¢ 


Helps in Other Lessons. 

Jacques Dalcroze, the famous German exponent of 
thythmic gymnastics, says: 

“Lessons in rhythmic gymnastics help children in 
their other lessons, for they develop the- powers of ob- 
Servation, of analyzing, of understanding, and of mem- 
ory, thus making them more orderly and precise. The 
effect of rhythmic training on the time table and life of 


® school is like that of a hot water heating system = 


Which spreads an equat warmth through al) parts of a 
building. Teachers of other subjects will find that such 
training provides them with pupile more responsive, 
More elastic, and of more character than they otherwise 
Would be. Therefore, the study of rhythm as well as 
education by means of rhythm ought to be most closely 
Connected with school life.” ) 

In the system of rhythmic gymnastics devised by 
Prof. Dalcroze the basic ideas are: First, time is shown 
by movements of. the arms; second, time values by 
Movements of the feet and body, 
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BothBodyand Mind 


: Says Lillian Russell 
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As they grasp the beat they mark it by an accented 
step. When this becomes easy the corresponding arm 
movements are added, and the strong beat, at this stage 
always the first, is marked by full contraction of the 
arm muscles. Practice is given until at a given word 
the pupil can stop suddenly, discontinue accenting with 
one or both arms or with one or both feet, substitute an 
arm movement for a foot movement, insert an extra ac- 
cent either with arm or foot, or do any similar thing 
previously agreed on. By repeated practice of such 
exercises complete automatic contro} of the limbs is ob- 
tained and the ground prepared for more advanced 
work. + 

It is at this stage that the simple movements to in- 
dicate times and notes are learned. They may be lik- 
ened to the alphabet of the method, the elementary 
exercises as a whole being its accidence, the more 
advanced stages, including plastic expression, its syn- 


tax. 


By the help of rhythm a rapid and regular current of 
communication between brain and body is developed. 
The creation in the organism of a rapid and easy means 
of communication between thought and its means of 
expression by movements allows the personality free 
play and gives it character, strength, and life to an 
extraordinary degree.

Subjecting Body to Mind. 
Neurasthenia is often nothing else than intellectual 


_« Simple music is played to which the pupils march. confusion produced by the inability of the nervous sys- 


tem to obtain from the muscular system regular obedi- 
ence to the order of the brain. 

Training the nerve centers, establishing order in the 
body, is the only rempdy for ills produced by lack of 
will power and by the incomplete subjection of body to 
the mind, 

The first result of rhythmic training is to subject the 
body to the mind and to develop poise, mental as well 
as physical. 

Dr, Luther H. Gulick says: “The ancient Greeks un- 
derstood the significance of the dance better than we 
In their eyes the body and mind were 4 unity, insep- 
arable, interdependent, to be developed and perfected 
together and in no other way In the education of 
every Athenian youth music, athletic training, and 


dancing had a part. The theory is beautifully stated in 
one of Plato’s dialogues: ‘Rhythm and harmony are 
made familiar to the souls of the youths that they may 
grow more gentle and graceful and harmonious and so 
be of service both in words and in deeds, for the whole 
life of man stands in need of grace and harmony.’ 

“Rhythm is a fundamental principle of life—perhaps 
the most fundamental, ‘The stars swing through heaven 
in rhythmical relationg with one another; the sea rises 
and falls in rhythm; the human heart keeps its meas- 
ured pulsations in the very center of our being. All 
our normal bedily functions work best in rhythm. In 
poetry, in music, in everything that man knows that 
ig highest and most beautiful, in all the supreme prod- 
ucts of his imagination, there is still to be found some 
expression of the eternal principle.” 


* * 
Theory of Greek System. 

We are told by people who havé studied the history 
of the world that never before or since the “days of 
Greece” has human lifé attained such brilllancy ntior 
left such a record in literature, poetry, drama, legisla- 
tion, sculpture, or athletics, And the factor above any 
other which produced those balanced and brilliant lives 
was the mastery of the rhythm of bodily movements. 

The theory of the Greek system is to develop the 
brain end the dody simiultaneously—that is, with every 
movement of the body a thought is made to accompany 
it. So that when you have gained physical perfection 
you also have gained mental perfection. 

Rhythmic gymnastics are not confined to dancing 
only, but dancing perhaps is the most marked example 
of the appeal made by rhythmic movements. Other 
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Muscular movements when Gone as dances can be 
carried om two or three times as long withoutd 
fatigue ae when done as formal gymnastics, 


movements can be performed to music for the purpose 
of developing grace and symmetry, such as walking, 
breathing, bag punching, dumbbell drills, rope skipping, 
Indian exercises, and other movements. 

If a piano or piano player is lacking, a phonograph or 
even & metronome may serve, But music is almost 
essential to the effectiveness of this form of exercise. 

Muscular movements when done as dances can be 
carried on twice or three times as long without produc- 
ing fatigue as when done as reguiar gymnastics. 

Folk dancing has been found in the schools to be « 
most useful adjunct of physical training. 

The mother of three girls who have been doing folk 
dancing told me that more happiness had been brought 
into the home through it than anything else during the 
year. This woman does not keep a maid. While the 
girls are at their housework they are apt to stop for a 
moment to try one of the new steps, one clapping or 
possibly all singing or whistling the music that belongs 
with the dance. The girls themselves say that the 
dances have made them happier than anything else, 


| ANSWERS TO INQUIRIES. 


SUB J.: Do not tamper with the mole on your face 
or put anything on it. It is dangerous to irritate them 
in any way, for they infrequently cause malignant 
growths. The best way of having them removed is by 
the electric needle. Brush the teeth once a week with 
a bit of peroxide. This will gradually bleach them. 
The following is good for corns or warts: Twenty 
grains salicylic acid, one-eighth ounce alcohol, and one 
ounce flexible collodion. Mix and apply to hard sur- 
face of corn or wart for three nights; then soak in hot 
water, when a layer of skin will come off. Repeat 


until wart or corn has disappeared.

ROSE B.: Sunburn and evening dress are not a 
happy combination. Often the girl who must face 
strangers after a day in the sun is misjudged sadly, 
so coarsening is intense redness of face. Since seclu- 
sion is impossible, the next thing is to tone down the 
color by dress and art. Much can be done by bathing 
the face with soothing lotions. Rub a raw cucumber 
over the face when lying down before dressing for 
dinner.

For instance, materials for curtains and 
_ @raperies are more beautiful than ever, much 
less expensive in certain lines, and made in 
better patterns and colors each season. 

* There seems Httle excuse for selecting 

crude colors and unsuitable materials when 
gnoderately priced, tastefully designed fab- 
wens Grifie at us, so artfully displayed on 
gacks and rods in the curtain.sc-tion. 

It almost bewilders one becauge the display 
fa so clever and the choice so wide, 

However, a clear idea of what is suitable 
for your home, what is harmonious in color 
and design with your rugs and walls, and the 
vse your draperies are for will help you im- 
mensely in finding “ just the thing.” 

Portiere is defined in the French dictionary 
‘as “carriage door”; “ door curtain.”” That 
which takes the place of a door, it seems, If 
you have good doors of beautiful wooed, do 
not cover them. The large openings between 
rooms are usually curtained, but often the 
whole effect of space, the charm of light and 
vista is spoiled by the commonplece curtain, 
none too decorative of itself and of no use 
whatever. Curtains in doorways should either 
give privacy, shut out drafts, or decidedly 
decorate; otherwise the open space on each 
side is preferable. Often narrow bookcases 
are built y upon each gide of wide 
openings; sectional bookcases are wey” 


used inthis way. Extreme light can be ma#i- 
fied sometimes by a shelf placed a foot or 
more below the top of the opening, providing 
a place for the decorative pottery or brass, 
which looks well between living room and 
dining ror. 

Sereens are admirable in open spaces be- 
tween rooms, and quite serv@ the purpose the 
ordinary portiere does. They can be expen- 
sive or not, sometimes looking more costly 
than they really are. One decorator recom- 
Mmends a simple frame covered with bright 
colored chints having a black bgckground, or 
Japanese wall paper of similar Style, either of 
which can be shellacked. The effect is like 
real lacquer and is decorative. French doors 
are good also, and are certainly an improve- 
ment upon sliding doors. 

If you prefer curtains, choose for good re- 
sults the plain fabrics of coarser weave; they 
are numberless in weight and texture, gener- 
ally soft in color, and can be either lined to 
give variety, or decorated by stencil or simple 
embroidery, The cross stitch conventional 
borders are easily done on monkscloth and 
this whole family of charming weaves. 
Fiber silks are beautiful, and so are vélours; 
sundour, which never fades: the black 
ground chintgzes with gay birds and foliage, 
suitable only in certain color schemes; and 
the black madras with its soft colored con- 
ventional designs, looking like jeweled glaag 
in the right place. . 

Hang your portieres so the rings show but 
little at the top, and plait in the left over full- 
ness between the rings in order that the cur- 
tain shall hang well and make a straight line 
with the pole. No festooning or loops, 
please. The straight folds ‘to the floor pre- 
serve the upright lines of the wood trim of 
your rooms. Good curtains often make just 
the line of color needed next to the wood trim, 
when the furnishings of the room are too 
somber. Window draperies and door cur- 
tains should match usually, at least should 
harmonize in color and agree in texture; but 
either are superfluous unless they are use- 
ful or beautiful.

Don't you remember how our grandmothers 
used to tell us there was no such word as 
“oan't” in thé dictionary? I have never 
forgotien that, and every time I feel like 
saying to myself “ I ean’t do that,’’ I remem- 
ber, and I go ahead and try. 

You would be surprised to know how many 
of the home workers are doing just that sort 
of work. If yoy like to crochet, for instance, 
there is no reason why you should spend all 
of your time following some @ne else's de- 
signs. You can make them for yourself. If 
the favorite flower of your fancy is @ poppy 
there ie no reason why you shouldn't crochet 
apoppy. And there is no reason just because 
table covers usually have only a strip of 
crocheting at each end why you shouldn't 
put a strip through the middle.

I remember your 
using that expression once about the little 
booklet smiling up at us in our morning mail 
and I have always liked it so well that I use 
it whenever I think of the work that the Home 
Workers’ Market Place is doing in the world.

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Value of Nuts in Cookery. - - 


¥ the latter part of October nearly all 
nuts are at their best and the house- 
keeper who seeks variety, as well as 
the one of vegetarian principlea, 
strives to work them into her bill of 

fare. 

Much hae been said for and against the 
wholesomeness of a nut diet. Some of its 
advocates claim that nuts may take the place 
of meat in the menu, that they can be eaten 
by every one, and should be an essential part 
of the commissariat. So far have they car- 
ried their theory that the name of “ nut- 
arians” has been coined to describe them. 
Like most enthusiasts, they try to prove too 
much. | 

That nuts can be eaten instead of meat by 
some persona, that there are those who find 
them excellent in remedying constipation 
and other digestive disorders, that often they 
are less trying than sweets to the gastric 
powers no open minded person willdeny. On 
the other hand, it is equally true that there 
are many stomachs which can stand them 
not at all, or only in small amounts, that they 
often induce flatulence and intestinal dis- 
comfort, and that there are even those to 
whom nuts of any kind are almost poison- 
ous. 

The only safe course to follow with regard 
to them is to consult the individual taste and 
digestion. If you and your family can eat 
nuts, now is the time to get them at their best. 
Not only the native nuts are in the market 
but the imported and domesticated Spanish 
or Italian chestnuts have made their appear- 
ance and are valuabie in various ways. Those 
who can eat nuts make a mistake if they do 
not have them on the table often, in one form 
or another. Best known to us are the salted 
or sugared nuts, the boiled or roast chestnuts, 
and the cracked walnuts, hickory nuts, or 
pecans, which are served as @ dessert with 
raisins and dried fruits. 

Excellent as nuts are in these guises this 
is just a beginning of what can be done with 
them, either as a dish by themselves or as 
ah addition to other preparations. They 
are of value in cakes, in creams, and jellies, 


These are good if garnished with thin slices 
of crisp bacon. 


CHESTNUT CROQUETTES [1]. 

Shell large chestnuts enough to give you 
two cupfuls, boil them, and remove the 
skin. Put them through a colander, rub 
into them a tablespoonful of butter, a few 
drops of lemon juice, a little salt, and a 
dash of paprika. Make them hot in a 
double boiler, turn out on a plate, and when 
cool enough to handle make into croquettes 
and proceed as in preceding recipes. 

CHESTNUT CROQUETTES [2. 

Boil a quart of chestnuts, remove the 
shells and skins, and put the nuts through 
a colander or vegetable press. Work toa 
paste with a tablespon of butter, a few 
drops of onion juice, two tablespoons of 
fine crumbs, the yolk of an egg, a dash of 
paprika, and salt to taste. Make the whole 
mis.ure hot in a double boiler; when cold 
form into croquettes, let stand two hours 
in the refrigerator and fry in deep fat. 

WALNUT CROQUETTES. 

Crack and shell a pound of English wal- 
nuts, or enough to give you a full cup of 
the meats; put these thfough your meat 
chopper. Mix with them a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, the same amount of lemon juice, 
and two teaspoonfuls of chopped parsley. 
Put a teaspoonful of butter into one of 
flour, cook together until they bubble, and 
pour on them one cupful of hot milk. Stir 
the mixture of nuts and seasoning into this, 
add a beaten egg, cook two minutes longér, 
take from the fire and set aside to cool. 
When perfectly cold form into croquettes 
with the hands, roll in crumbs, then in egg, 
then in crumbs again, and leave for at léast 
an hour before frying to a delicate brown in 
deep boiling fat. 


NUTS STEWED IN GRAVY. 

Boil and peel your chestnuts, the large 
variety; have ready a full pint of well sea- 
soned gravy or stock which you have thick- 
ened to the consistency of a gravy. Drop 
your chestnuts into this, set it at the side of 
the stove and simmer for fifteen minutés.

Dissolve a yeast cake in a half cup of boil- 

ing water, put with it one cup of hot milk

The pin cushion and the sachet make most 
acceptable Christmas gifts. New designs in 


these novelties are always sought for and - 


the ones given here are attractive. 
They may be worked in solid or eyelet and 
outline stitch, with scallops buttonholed. 
Detail drawings show method of working. 
There are two ways to apply the design to 
the material upon which you wish to work it. 
If your material is sheer—such as handker- 
chief linen, lawn, batiste, and the like— 


* the simplest method is to lay the material 


over the design and with a pointed pencil 
draw over each line. ; 

If your material is heavy, secure a piece 
of transfer or impression paper. Lay it face 
down upon this, then draw over each line of 
the paper design with a hard pencil or the 


point of a steel knitting needle. Upon lifting 
the pattern and transfer paper you will find 
@ neat and accurate impression of the design 
upon your material. | 

There are two points te observe in this 
simple process if you would execute it satis- 
factorily. One is to see that your material 
is level—cut and folded by a thread—and that 
your design is placed upon it evenly at every 
point. 

The second is, when placed accurately, se- 
cure the design to the material with thumb 


tacks or pins, so it cannot slip during the op- 


etation. 


Do not rest your hands or fingers upon any 


part of the design you are transferring, else 
the Imprint of your fingers will be as distinct 
upon the material as the drawn lines of the 
design.

The honor fell to Guy 
de Matipassant’s masterpiece, “ The Necklace.” 
A majority of the instructors agreed that this 
tale, which so truly depicts the price of vanity, 
the terribleness of ten years’ personal sacrifice to 
pay a debt, and the irony of life, ranked highest 
amonp the gems of narrative. | 
Second in point of popularity with the pro- 
fessors was Robert Louis Stevenson’s “ Mark- 
heim.” Bret Harte’s vivid tale of the death in a 
snowstorm of a gambler,.two women characters 
of western mining camps, and two young lovers, 
entitled “The Outcasts of Poker Fiat,” was 
considered third in merit. Fourth came Poe’s 
“The Fall of the House of Usher.” Then fol- 
low two stories by Rudyard Kipling—“ The Man 


Who Would Be King” and “ Without Benefit 


of Clergy.” Washington Irving’s. immortal 
story, “Rip Van Winkle,” is the next, when 
comes another Bret Harte tale, “The Luck of 
Roaring Camp.” A second Poe story, “ The 
Cask of Amontillado,” and Edward Everett 
Hale’s “The Man Without a Country” com- 
plete the list of those which received sufficient 
votes to be considered. — . 

A fact which may seem curious to the reader 
at first glance is that while De Maupassant’s 
“ Necklace” got the most votes.De Maupassant 
himself was third in popularity as an. author. 
This seeming paradox is éasily explained when 
it is said that the professors in some cases voted 
for a number of stories by the same author. 

Rudyard Kipling leads the list as a popular 
writer. Ten others follow in the order named: 
Edgar Allan Poe, De Maupassant, Robert Louis 
Stevenson, Bret Harte, Washington Irving, Ed- 
ward Everett Hale, Tolstoi, Balzac, O. Henry, 
and Alphonse Daudet.

In starting the maxixe and im all the steps remember 
that instead of putting your’toes on the floor you put 
your heel down. This does not held good in the fourth 
step, where the girl’s back is to the man and they go 
around the room. In this step you start off with the 
heel on the ground, and then of course, to cover space 
and get around the room, you must go on your entire 
foot. In the fifth step it is also unnecessary to feature 
the heel movement; in fact, the pointing of the toe in 
the kicks is very essential, and one of the prettiest parts 
of the step is when the man leans back and the girl 
forward—they both must point their toes. 

If this dance ever becomes popular it will afford a 
great many chances for “getting even.” Instead of as 
we do now when hated rivale pass, coyly extending the 
foot and tripping them, ‘we will be able to get in front 
of them and, while executing a perfectly legitimate step, 
kick them gently but firmly in the chest.

fore, in the latest issue of McClure’s, 
the mechanics of emotion are classified 
and explained in an illuminative and 
authoritative article by George M. Cohan and 
cleorge Jean Nathan, the one a constructive 
gicvwright, and the other, in the minds of 
ome « few wraducers who have suffered from 
his wit. a G@estruaggive critic. Mr. Cunan’s 
part, oné assumes. was the marshaling of ex- 
gmpies upon which the reviewer's mind was 
react.

If we are normal! we all cry at the same 
cniaae. laugh at the same things, and are 
riled Uy the same things, ‘and these expe- 
7 taki are, for the most part, artless and 
simple—so simple that, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, we should indignantly repudiate 
the suzgestion that they could move us.

Music was such an important factor 
in the life of Bohemia that this conditicn was

- He even regarded it as a national calamity

svolve an art all theirown. Bohemian music 
had only just emerged from a foreign dom- 
imation quite as complete as that which pre- 
Vailed in New York in 1892.

‘On the first page of the first of these

which later was fashioned into the song in- 
troduced by the cellos in the first movement 
of the symphony. The second page, dated 
Dec. 20, contains the first record of the mel- 
ody of the now famous second movement. It 
is interesting'‘to note that Dvorak wrote this 
melody in several forms. At first it appeared, 
as it now stands, in D flat major, with the 
contrasted second part in C sharp minor. 
Then he changed the idea somewhat, trans- 
posing it to C major and C minor. Butafter 
savoring more fully those inflections of Amer- 
ican folk-music that reflect most faithfully 
the national expressions of romantic feel- 
ing. he returned to the original tonalities. 
\Dvorak consumed forty pages with prefa- 
wpe sketches of the symphony and made two 
fifil sketches of the work before he began 
to work upon the orchestral score. This was 
done in Spiliville, Ia., a small Bohemian set- 
tlement, where the composer spent his sum- 
mer vacation with his. family in 1893. Spill- 
ville is a rural community that does not even 
support a newspaper. It is located in the 
northeastern corner of Iowa and is sufficient- 
ly removed from the cosmopolitan influence 
of the great centers of population to, provide 
an enVironment typically American. 
Dvorak evidently felt that he had appre- 
hended the true spirit of the country for he 
‘wrote to Dr. Emil Kozanek in Olomouc, 
‘Moravia, under the date Sept. 15, 1893: ¢) 


motives because it is a lie. I tried only to 
write in the spirit of American folk melo- 
dies." 

Americans believe that he succeeded. They 
find the first, second, and last movements of 
the symphony songs from their own hearts, 
The unrivaled popularity of the symphony in 
this country and the relative indifference of 
Furcpean audiences to its charm should be 
the final answer to this question. It is not 
unnatural that the Bohemians of Chicago 
siould desire for their celebrated master 
some share in the year's celebrations dedi- 
cated to the honor of German and Italian 
music.

Nothing could. be further from the truth. 
But since practically every well Known opera 
is written in Italian, Frepch, or German, 
and since the great majority of the European 
singing teachers are of those nationalities, 


the English language has been kept in the 


background and greeted with a storm of in- 
vective and ridicule every time it has tried 
to come forward into the limelight. The 
time has come when all these mistaken no- 
tions-are tobe swept away forever, for the 
control of .the world's music no longer is in 
the hands of the continental! nations, but of 


the Americans and the English. And fn this 


case there will be no question of forcing a 
language upon other nations, as was done in 


the early days of Italian opera. Rather 


will it be the natural acceptance of that 


_ which is inherently good and proper. Iam 


actuated by no racial pride or prejudice in 
my defense of the English language, but only 
by ‘the cold, hard logic of facts. 

“ From the philologist’s point of view Eng- 
lish ‘has no “fundamental characteristics 
which which:forbid its use ag a medium for 
gong. In any case, it is misleading to speak 
of one langyage as “ easier to sing in” than 
another. It ‘all depends on what and how 
you want toeing. The Italian language, be- 
eause of its preponderance of vowel sounds, 
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is admittedly a very favorable medium .for 
the production of pure tone. But is ‘‘sing- 
ing "’ nothing more than:-the production of 
pure tone? What of enunciation? - Pergon- 
ally I find Italian a difficult language for clear 
enunciation because of its very abundance 
of vowel sounds and the resulting elisions. 
Moreover, dramatic expression is limited by 
the small variety of consonants. Compare 
some of the impassioned phrases of Wagner

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Concerning the Art of Three Painters 


By Harriet Monroe. 
HE death in August and September ot 
three rather typical peintere—Gaston 
La Touche, the Frenehman; Sir Al- 
fred East, the Englishmen, and 
Cearles Hitchcock, the American— 
pgcegests a few refiections. 

East ahd Hitchcock were three or four 
years past 60 and La Touche was 69. None 
of the three was a painter of the first rank 
in his generation, byt all were prominent, all 
received numerous commissions and awards, 
and all sold pietures far end wide to public 
museums. Ali were cosmopolites; Hitchcock 
lived mostly abroad, and the other two won 

prizes in Pittsburgh and served om Pitts- 
urgh juries, Hast even coming to Chicago 
with hig exhibition. They are fairly repre- 
sentative figures; they may stand for the 
average prominent artist of the period just 
* over. So it may be worth while to study 
their temperaments and messages—find out 
what they had to say for their age en¢ 
peoples. 

East was the typical Englishman, end his 
cool, gray-greer. orderly landscapes repre 
sent the typical English country. There was 
nothing wild, barbaric, sensual, mountain- 
ous in his world, nothing passionate or pro- 
found in his seizure of it. He neither suf.- 
fered nor rejoiced to the point of ecstasy, 
bis placid, quiet, serene. progress was never 
interrupted by tufhultyous ardor, But if 
there werd heights he could not scale, depths 
he could not sound, he was, op his own fair 
level, competent. 

He told a true tale, told it with full knowl- 
edge, which overflowed into a joyous and 
generous sympathy. He saw something of 
the beauty of his silvery English world, 
something of the decorative vaiue of its soft 
lines and cool masses. He was no strictand 
hidebound literalist, but adapted and emitted 
and arranged; and thotigh not im a high de- 
gree imaginative, he had a gey and delicate 
fancy which sometimes peopled hig woods 
and parks with spirits, nymphs, embodied 
hints of old gods or new visions, or, more 
soberly, with human beingg who seemed to 

belong there.

La Touche was.Parisian to his finger tipa, 
@nd his work presents as Parisian a version 
of modern love dalliance in bigh life asa Wat- 
teau’s did of the same subject in the time of 
Louis XV. He was not the master that Wat- 
teau was, I should say, though contemporary 
criticism is never authoritative; for he lacked 
Watteau’s sure instinet for both color and 
form, and also his taste, his sense of what 
Was fitting in a field so limited... The field, 
however, was the same; the two men were 
akin in temperament. Both interpreted love 
fn high life. presenting an idyllic drama full 
of costumes and jewels and flowers, with 
pretty youths and ladies among them. ** Love 
ig the large motive of his work.’’ wrote 
Léandre Vailiat five years ago in L’Art et 
les Artistes, “‘the source of all his subjects; 
not a love timid, platonic, gray friendship, 
pale tenderness, but love, violent. passionate, 
ardent, sensual, vibrant like the song of a 
Bacchanal, dizzy like a dance to the sound 
of flutes. tempted even to folly by the en- 
chantment of dimly lighted rooms filled with 
‘Mirrors, gold and erysta! chandeliers, easy 
- ehairs, soft carpets, or of parks crimson with 
eutumn, full of running brooks, rich foliage, 
eager winds." 

And so forth. I quote this almost dithy- 
. wambic eloquence to show how completely 
this artist expressed the point of view of 
many of his countrymen. Most of us Anglo- 
Baxone will wonder how M Valillat finds all 
this vibrant passion in La Touche’s pastoral) 
er indoor duets, which show beruffied ladies 
and mustachiced gentiemen fleating in 
barges or fondling each other in drawing 
reoms. To us these much becostumed, super- 
sophisticated people seem as artificial as 
Watteau's Arcadian shepherdesses, and their 
whole pretty panorama as remote from med- 
ern life as Watteau's Arcadia was from the 
real France of his day. the France which was 
preparing the revolution 

That La Touche has been accepted by his 
people as representative and adequate is 
proved by the many commissions for large 
decorations which he has received from his 
government, more than have been granted 
to any othef painter. Three years ago a 
whole series of these hung in the Salon—huge 
panels with life size figures. To me they 


_ geemed to prove merely the utter inability 


of the twentieth century to achieve eight- 
eenth century art We laek the digcretion, 
the grace, the taste, the manners, to do what 
Watteau, Boucher, and the rest did so casily. 


__ Even La Touche, Parisian that he wag; could 


not reach it. ‘His art was a mode, a fashion 
of the hour, which can hardly endure Its 
popularity tends to explain Matisse. the 
Cubists, and all their train of rebels. 
Chicago's oly experience of La ‘Touche 
was through: nine pictures in the French 
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exhibition of January, 1912, but his “ Vision 
Antiaue,” “ Summer Day," etc., were com- 
pletely representative, 

George Hitchcock was one of the expatriate 
Americans, one of a group larger in his 
youth than now, and more firmly convinced— 
at that time net upreasenably—that an art- 
istie eareer can only be pursued abroad. 
Thus there ia no lecaliam in his art; he is not 
profoundly Ameriean in the sense that the 
other two are profoundly English and 
French. In hig youth he came to Chicago 
for awhile. At the house of a friend I see, 
now and then, twe or three tight little water 
colors which he did at that time, before he 
had fully resolved te be anartist. Then he 
went to Paris, studied seriously. and was 
honored with a gold medal! at the exposition 
of 1889. About that time the Art inatitute 
bought his fine “ Tulip Seller.” and many 
other museums secured his pictures. 

It is difficult to explain the kind of blight 
which balks the career of many artists, espe- 
cially, it would seem, American artisis. 
Hitchcock, like too many others, advanced 
rapidiy to a certain point, and then stopped 
moving. What is it which disappoints our 
just hopes? Do we overestimate the ability 
and staying power of these youthful athletes 
inart? Or is it something within them, some 
loss of faith in themselves, in life, in beauty? 
Or is it love of comfort, popularity, money, a 
good natured yielding to the immediate temp- 
tation? 

In Hitchcock’s ease it may have been partly 
the gelden vein he struck with his. tulip 
garden picture, the popularity of which led 
to hig painting too many on the same genera! 
subject. And, as painting for the market isa 
habit difficult to conquer, many of his later 
pictures lack the sincerity, the simplicity of 
motive, of his earlier.ones. Sometimes I 
think that foreign residence is the real cause 
of many of our artists stopping in midcareer. 
They cannot strike deep roets into foreign 
soil, and so how can they grow? 
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Fresh imaginative feeling, strong vitality. 
and broad handling-in short, rea! siyle of a 
high order—characterizes the oil landscapes 
and color etchings by the California artist 
Nell Brooker Mayhew, which are now on 
exhibition at Andergon’s, They are chiefly 
California scenés and they show a sensitive 
instinct for the essentials of form and color 
in nature and a readiness to omit disturbing 
detaila which are alwaysrare. These quali- 
ties make the difference between literal and 
imaginative interpretation, between prose 
and poetry. 

Mre. Mayhew has studied with special zest 
eucalyptus trees, sycamores, and poppy 
fields. ‘‘ Valley Sentinels,’’ especially, shows 
how well she understands the decorative 
value of tall tree trunks and broad, simple

Granting 
that at least a few of these horses and mules 
are necessary in modern transportation, we 
still have $1,000,000,000 as the cost of main- 
tenance of an unnecessary business adjunct. 
The motor truck of today that will not do 
twice as much work as a horse for the same 
upkeep expenditure is a mighty poor buy. I 
do not believe that there is a truck made in 
the United States today ‘that will not make 
a better showing thamthis. Therefore, it is 
proved that by the utilization of motor 
trucks, instead of horses and mules, one-half 
of this billion dollars can be saved. 

“It seems to me that those people who 
are devoting their time and energy to the 
solution of the problem of high living cost are 
overlooking a mighty important factor when 
they fail to eliminate the waste in horse 
costs. Every merchant or business man who 
insists on employing horses for delivering 
his goods is contributing to this waste, and 
every dollar wasted means a dollar added te 
the cost of living."’

The champions of electricity as a motive 
power for automobiles will gather 450 strong 
in Chicago tomorrow for their fourth annual 
convention, and a big exhibit of electric au- 
tomobiles will be made in connection with 
the meeting.

Arthur Williams of New York is president 
of the association, and in his annual address 
is expected to outline a campaign of promo- 
tion which the association plans to under- 
take. Members of the association include 
owners of cars as well as manufacturers of 
most of the prominent cars, makers of ac- 
cessories, and others. A member of the Phil- 
adelphia Board of Fire Underwriters will 
tell the association the effect of electric ve- 
hicles on insurance rates, and there will be 
many papers read on various details of the 
electric vehicle industry.

When a cone clutch; such as is used by 
many makers with extreme satisfaction to 


themselves and the owners of their cara, is , 


properly cared for it gives excellent satis- 
faction, but it, like anything else in connec- 
tion with an automobile, requires some at- 
tention once in a while, So long as the leath- 
er on the face of the clutch is kept séft and 
pliable and treated with neatsfoot oil once 
in a while it will give excellent results and 
will pérmit the starting of a car with as 
little jerking as that of the disk clutch. 

The disk clutch has come into public fa- 
yorably because of the fact that it is more 
easily engaged than the cone clutch, but 
this, too, requires attention in the form of 
frequent cleaning and lubrication. The sur- 
face of the cone clutch is easily reached by 
throwing out the clutch and blocking it and 
then using a thin brush with gasoline to get 
out all of the dirt that accumulates. 
this and the leather is permitted to dry it 
should be treated with neatfoot oil, letting 
this soak into the leather for several hours, 
if possible, so as to make the leather soft 
and pliable. 

Strange as it may seem, this will also aid 
in the holding quaij of the clutch, inas-

much as it raises the fiber of the leather 
and really gives it more contact surface 
than it did before cleaning. When a cone 
clutch has been used for some time the cur- 
face of the leather becomes hard and glossy 
and it is when in this condition that it not 


only tends to grab when engaged but is ap 


to slip when on a hard pull. It is by no 
means advisable to replace the leather on 
the cone clutch until after the leather has 
been worn down to the heads of the rivets 
which hold it to the clutch spindle. In put~- 
ting on a clutch leather the rivets are nat- 
urally countersunk in the leather and it re- 
quires long use before the leather will be 
so far worn as.to permit the rivets to come 
in contact with the surface of the fly wheel. 
A little attention on the part of the owner 
to this part of his car will not only give him 
more satisfaction in the matter of operation 
but will in all probabiilty save him a consid- 
erable repair bill. Records show leather 
face cone clutches, having received proper 
care, have been known to be in practically 
as good condition after 75,000 miles of use 
as when first put into the car. Proper care

Gauze 
inserted in the intake pipe would have a

cause refrigeration. It has been found where 
gauze has been placed in the intake manifold, 
between the flanges of the intake pipe and the 
carbureter, that the refrigeration was 80 
great as to cause a complete shutting off of 
the gas, thus preventing the motor from oper- 
ation.

LJ NHAPPILY, the Powers, 
having acquiesced in the 
miseries of the Turkish prov- 
inces, intervened with a peaceful 
arbitrament on their own ac- 
count, in their own interests. 

The Council of the Ambassa- 
dors in London was an extempo- 
rized Court of Arbitration. It 
preserved European peace be- 
cause, in view of the universal 
armaments, each nation feared 
above all—war. Armaments 
secured peace. The arbitrary in- 
terference which adjusted Alba- 
nia could with equal right — or 
unright — have gone further and 
settled all the territarial results; 
but it stopped short because no 
law warranted action, and to in- 

_ tervene might have provoked 
dissensions which only fear of 
existing armaments could allay. 
So the Powers followed their old 
policy to let anything happen in 
the Balkans if thereby they them- 
selves risked nothing. Arbitra- 
tion broke down when most 
‘needed. 

A condition analogous to the 
Balkans obtained in Cuba in 
1898: oppression of a people by 
an alien rule. Armament put an 
end to this; the United States re- 
jecting arbitration in any form. 
From time to time, frequently, 
wretchedly disturbed social con- 
ditions recur in and about the 
Caribbean. Our Monroe Doc- 
trine imposes a veto upon inter- 
position by non-American states. 
Arbitration cannot uphold the 
Doctrine because it has no legal 
status. Armament alone can 
sustain our position, and to do it 
bloodlessly the armament must 
imperatively be adequate.

of the metropolis, there lives a 

little lad of my acquaintance 

whose future should be a matter 

of grave concern to his parents, 

although they seem blind to the 

menace hanging over him. An 

only child, a bright, attractive 

boy of fourteen, both parents 

have idolized him since his in- 

fancy. To a far greater extent 

than most fathers and mothers 

they have obeyed the Froebelian 

maxim — Live with your children. Almost from babyhood he has been their 

companion, not alone in the life of the home but on innnumerable little exeur- 

sions and even on journeys to distant lands. Seemingly nothing has been left 
undone that would promote his mental and physical welfare. 

And, indeed, to strangers meeting him for the first time, he appears to be in 
every way a@ promising boy. He is sturdy for his years, has a keen interest in 
sports, and is extremely well-mannered, One instinetively likes him, yet in 
proportion as one knows him better a feeling of doubt gains ground. It is 
thoroughly justified. From early boyhood he has displayed danger: signals 
indicative of tendencies which, if unthecked, must end in disaster, At the age 
of five he was subject to “night terrors,” a sure sign of neural strain. These 
were succeeded, at seven; by symptoms closely resembling St. Vitus’s Dance; 
and, when at all excited, he still suffers from involuntary twitchings of the mus- 
cles of the face. 

He js restless, moody, abnormally self-centered. His attention power is weak, 
and, while of gdod mentality, he seldom occupies hunself either long or earnestly 
with any subject of importance. There is evident’in him a constant craving for 
novelty and ehange. Under-developed from the standpoint of volitional con- 
trol, he is over-developed on the emotional side —a juvenile neuropath from 
which class, in adult life, is largely reeruited the population of our hospitals, 
insane asylums, and penal institutions. 2 : 

Until a short time before this boy’s birth his father was only moderately wejl- 
to-do, a man of simple habits and plain ways of thought. Opportunity, 
shrewdly seized, started him up the ladder of financial advancement, and like 
many another, no sooner had he put his foot on the first rung than the passion 
possessed him to climb as high as he possibly could. To his wife at the same 
time came visions of social eminence. Gradually these two ambitions became 
the dominant motives in their lives, and to their attainment they strained every 
nerve. Display took the place of simplicity, tenseness that of calm, well-ordered 
effort. Arrogance, too, grew apace with increasing wealth, and by word and act 
betrayed itself even in the seclusion of their private lives. 


UCH was the atmosphere in which they reared their son -—— an atmosphere 
laden with psychic toxins as virulent as the germs of any of the physical 
diseases from which they guarded him with deveted watchfulness, Nay, the 
very fervor of their love for him, wherein they found their one respite from 
the laborious pursuit of money and prestige, worked to his disadvantage. Their 
perpetual and expensive gifts to him, their fond endeavor to anticipate his 
wishes, their practice of taking him with them wherever the father’s business 
interests ealled him even at the cost of inter?upting the boy’s schooling: all this 
meant an undue taxing of his nervous system and the developing of egoistic 
sentiments which themselves provide a fertile soil for the growth of all sorts of 
nervous and mental maladies. In fact, had this unfortunate child not been of a 
good heredity it is unquestionable that he would have been brought to a com- 
plete breakdown before now. 
As it is, the chances that he will develop into a sound, well-rounded, really 
useful member of society are small. His love of sport may yet be the saving 
of him, if he receives, as his parents plan, a good preparatory school and college 


education. On the other hand, it 
is more than a possibility that by 
‘the time he is of college age his 
neuroticism may be so far ad- 
vanced that he will not be con- 
tent with the healthy recreation 
of athletics, but will seek other 
and dangerous sources of alnuse- 
ment, to his further deterioration 
and mayhap to a course of con- 
duct: that will bring unavailing 
sorrow to his parents and dire 
affliction to himself. 
Nor is his case exceptional. If 
it were, its recital would be 
scarcely worth while. But the 
fact is that it illustrates, and 
helps to throw not a little ight on 
a state of affairs far too prevalent in our land today— one that amounts to g peri, 
Side by side with the increase — as the successive census enumerations clearly 
show — of wealth and luxury there has been an inerease in insanity, fechl. 
mindedness, and other organic brain diseases, markedly in excess of the grow 
in population. Similarly with mental and nervous troubles not to 
actual insanity but finding expression in maladies like hysteria and n 
and in the moral enfeeblement that gives rise to all sorts of criminal acts — these, 
too, the Best authorities are agreed, are steadily on the increase, So mani 
serious has the situation become that within the past few years an organized en. 
sade has been started, under the name of the eugenic movement, looking to the 
prevention of further racial degeneration by drastic marriage laws, and eyes 
by legalized surgical intervention to render it an utter impossibility for th 
“socially unfit” to bring into the world children with inherited defeetg, 


Bu heredity is not the sole, nor is it even the dominant, factor to be reckoned 
with. If it were, we should not find, as we actually do, the various degeners. 
tive maladies from true organic insanity to moral “diseases of the 
far more widespread in countries of a high degree of national intelligence and 
eeonomie development, like the United States, than in comparatively backward 
countries. The truth is that an increase in insanity and allied disorders is the 
price we have had to pay for the advance of civilization -— or, rather, it is the 
toll exacted for imperfect adaptation to the inereased strain imposed upon fhe 
nervous system by the complexities and stresses of modern life. In de. 
fects, to be sure, may and do make it more diffieult for us to acquire the 
adaptability. But, excepting only in the case of born idiots and imbeeiles, who 
are comparatively few in number, it is safe to say that by proper training the 
mental and moral balance ean be preserved no matter how “bad” the family his 
tory. On the other hand, when the proper training is wanting the best of heredi- 
lies, as everyday observation shows, is no guarantee against neural disaster, 

More than this, and easily the most important fact yet developed by modem 
scientific research into mental deficiency, it is the training that may be given in 
the first years of life that counts for most in the immunization of the individal 
against nervous and mental disorders. And by training is meant not {he 
effort to cultivate sane habits of thought and action, but also a systematic 
ing of environment. 

So great is the impressionability of children that even the details of ter 
material surroundings, if of an unusually exciting or disagreeable feelingtt 
may have an unbalancing effect upon them. Whereas, on the other itis 
quite possible, by wise manipulation of the surroundings with an eye to ther 
psychic values, to make of them powerful adjuncts in the development of mental 
strength and health. | 

Illustrating this important truth is a little story told by Dr. Louis Waldsiea 
regarding a New York family of his acquaintance. They were poor people, living 
in humble quarters on the East Side, and always having to struggle for a live 
hood. Yet from the father and mother down to the youngest child —and ther 
were half a dozen children in the family — they were characterized by qualitie 
of happiness, cheerfulness, good health, and abounding energy.

L awe by Dr. Lightner Witmer, of the University 
of Pennsylvania, one of the first American scientists 
to apply the results of psychological research to the 
treatment of mental and moral deficiencies. His 
patient was a boy who from an early age had been an 
object of the greatest anxiety to his refined and pros- 
perous parents. At five he was so “peculiar,” both 
mentally and physically, that they had taken him to 
several neurologists, none of whom held out any hope 
that he would ever be normal. One made a tentative 
diagnosis of congenital ataxia, another pronounced 
him ineurably “foolish and weak-minded,” a third 
declared that by the time he was eight or nine he 
would be quite uncontrollable. 
preyed he came under Dr. Witmer’s observation, 
at the age of eleven, the symptoms of physical trouble 
had almost disappeared, but mentally he was in a 
wi way. As Dr. Witmer stated in discussing the 

Se: 

“He had never attended a regular school, and was 
unable to do even the simplest addition or subtraction 
correctly. He could read, but he never read a single 
sentence without making several mistakes. He was 


| subject to outbursts of uncontrollable and unreason- 
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equal celerity. 
Now, how- 
ever, he had se- 
eured something 
that contained prince- 
ly possibilities. This 
was an option on the 
Sterling Motor Com- 
pany, of Detroit. The 
plant alone, he said, 
was worth more than the 
eapital needed to bring 
the factory up to its full output. 
J. E. Sterling, he explained, 
knew more about motor design- 
ing ‘than anyone else in the 
world, and he was still a young 
man.

This would purchase a share in the 
business which might be sold in a year or two for 
millions.

Dr. Witmer observed, however, that none of the 
usual physical signs of born defectiveness were 
present, but that the boy seemed rather alert men- 
tally when carrying on an ordinary conversation. 
He therefore began to suspect that the trouble might 
be chiefly an environmental one, the product of faulty 
training, aggravated by his parents’ obvious belief 
in his weakmindedness. 

At his suggestion the little fellow was sent to the 
hospital school maintained by the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and here he was carefully examined. Men- 
tally it was found that, as opposed to the shorteom- 
ings mentioned, he possessed a fairly good memory 
and distinct readiness of comprehension. This con- 
firmed Dr. Witmer’s suspicion that the boy was men- 
tally backward, not so much through any inherent 
weakness as to parental neglect of sound principles 

in his upbringing. 


é¢L*DGAR is an extremely nervous boy,” he re- 
ported. “His mind seems to me to be very quick 
and alert — so quick that he does not give sufficient 
attention to detail. He ought to have been trained 
very early to do some of his work with great ex- 
actitude. In all ordinary matters he seems to be 
quite bright. . . % We must undertake to teach 
him some simple things, and see how well he grasps 
and how well he retains.” 
Altogether the boy remained in the hospital

Noted 
collectors soon became aware of Miss 
Cole’s rare talent, and while teach- 
ing in London she filled. numerous 
commissions. Early in 1908, she as- 
sumed full charge of one of the 
largest book-binding establishments 
in the United States. The set of his 
own works that Robert Louis Steven- 
son gave to Jules Simoneau of Mon- 
terey, Cal., was rebound by her. It 
consisted of eleven volumes, the first 
American edition, bound in olive 
green levant, with conventional leaf 
designs around the border. The 
twelfth volume, “Personalia,” a col- 
lection of personal letters from Stev- 
enson and other well-known people, 
was bound in olive green levant, with 
a medallion on the front cover made 
to imitate an enameled plaque, show- 
ing the Monterey Coast, with wind- 
blown cypress trees, etc. Miss Cole: 
said, when asked whether she thought 
her profession a good one for women: 
“I should not advise women to take 
up book-binding; of course, much of 
the work is easy; but really to make 
a success of it demands years of very 
hard work, one could almost say 
drudgery!” 


A Woman Violin Maker 
\ IOLIN making, an unusual occu- 

pation for a woman, is the chosen 
work of twenty-year-old Miss Alvine 
De Ferenczy, who in her studio in 
New York city bends over a business- 
like bench, and handles awls, pliers, 
and the other necessary tools with 
the skill of a master. Miss Ferenczy 
inherited her talent.

The building was almost three hun- 
dred years old, and this precious 
wood was worth its weight in gold 
for the making of violins. Another 
secret guarded by the old masters 
was the varnish for violins, and this 
art Miss Ferenczy also learned from 
her father.

The idea 
originated in her mind when she saw 
a half-dozen azaleas at the home of a 
school friend. They were the first 
flowers in bloom she had ever seen 
indoors, and she thought them so 
beautiful that she inquired if they 
could be bought after they had done 
blooming. She purchased the six 
plants for one dollar, which was all 
the money she possessed. 

The plants were placed in a hot bed 
and later transferred to the open 
ground. In the fall she sold them to 
a florist for one dollar each. This 
florist gave her the names of cus- 
tomers to whom he had sold plants 
for interior decoration, and also the 
names of other florists. They, in 
turn, gave her the names of some of 
their largest customers. In this way, 
she was able to buy a variety of 
choice plants at small cost. 

She allows the plants to rest until 
they have recovered from the effects 
of being forced to an unnatural per- 
fection, and sells them back to the 
florists. 

From a capital of one dollar, plenty 
of energy and an abiding faith in the 
maxim, “Labor conquers all things,” 
Miss Thompson has built up a lucra- 
tive business, buying and selling 
thousands of plants each year.

treatment given him being designed 
not only to develop his mental pow- 
ers, but still more to instil in him 
self-confidence and habits of self- 
control. Three months after his ad- 
mission he was entered in the third 
grade of a ‘Philadelphia public 
school, and in less than nine months 
was promoted to the sixth grade — 
the normal grade for a boy of his 
age. He had been saved from a life of 
hopeless inadequacy and started on 
the road to a sane, complete manhood. 

Or, again, supplementing parental 
ignorance of the importance of proper 
adjustment of the environment, neg- 
lect of the physical condition of chil- 
dren may be a most influential factor 
in the misshaping of a life. Take, 
for example, the case of a fourteen 
year old boy, Harry: M., likewise 
saved for society. This boy, whose 
mother died when he was only five, 
had been for several years in the 
care of a stepmother, who, as often 
happens, had been somewhat unsym- 
pathetic and perhaps unnecessarily 
harsh in her treatment of him. The 
older he grew the more he seemed 
to justify her belief that he was an 
innately “bad” boy, and in truth his 
conduct at last became such as to 
fill all who knew him with the direst 
forebodings. 

Before he was twelve he displayed 
a recklessness, maliciousness, and ir- 
ritability of temper that continually 
brought him into trouble in school 
and home. Still worse, he developed 
a propensity for stealing valuable 
articles from the house and selling 
them for a few cents, which he spent 
in entertaining himself in not alto- 
gether wholesome ways. The climax 
came when he was caught stealing 
from a neighbor, and haled into the 
Juvenile Court, where he was put on 
probation. All means of discipline 
failing he was finally, with little 
hope that any good would come of it, 
taken to the University of Pennsy]l- 
vania’s psychological clinic for ex- 
amination. 

One fact which was now discovered 
for the first time was that his mouth 
and teeth were in such a deplorable 
condition that they must long have 
been a cause of constant and almost 
unbearable nervous irritation. Den- 
tal work was at once begun, with 
the interesting result that as it pro- 
gressed the better boy he became. 
He was then placed in a private 
school, where, in less than a year, 
by the simple process of putting him 
on his honor-.and trusting him in 
matters great and small, his behavior 
became that of a normal, healthy 
boy, and he justified in every way 
the expectations of those in charge 
of, him. 


O, too, with another case which 

has recently come to my knowl- 
edge, and which is even more deserv- 
ing of the thoughtful consideration of 
parents, since it is representative of a 
far more widely existent condition 
than the retarded state of Edgar C., 
or the nervousness of Harry M., and 
a condition that is likewise entirely 
preventable. 

In this instance a Pennsylvania 
schoolmaster of. psychological in- 
sight and training, Mr. C. K. Taylor, 
had his attention disagreeably drawn 
to one of his pupils, a boy of nearly 
fifteen, by the latter’s restlessness 
and mischievousness in class, his 
habit of perpetually cribbing at ex- 
aminations, and his aversion to join- 
ing in the sports of the school. 

Instead of punishing the boy for 
his classroom peccadillos, or con- 
tenting himself with sending a warn- 
ing message to his parents — people 
of the social rank from which come 


‘usually the pupils of first-class pre- 


paratory schools such as this was — 
he resolved to gain his confidence 
and to discover if possible just what 
was wrong. To this end he made 
him his companion on long walks, 
caused him to feel that he had a real

terest in him, and little by little 
Pr ess to Bob that the latter 
finally freed his soul in a confession 
that would have horrified his par- 
ents could they have heard it. 

The’ fact that he had been sur- 
reptitiously smoking for more than 
two years was the least of the secret 
vices to which Bob made sorrowful 
confession. Whence his “badness 
he did not know, though as he told 
his story his sympathetic listener rec- 
ognized in it the not surprising re- 
sult of parental neglect —a neglect 
due, as likely as not, to the erroneous 
but prevalent notion among people 
of refinement and culture that their 
children are naturally so “innocent 
that they will “instinctively” shun 
the ways: of wickedness. But Bob 
evidenced a sincere desire to gain 
the strength of will he so sadly 
lacked; and from that moment Mr. 
Taylor made up his mind to play for 
him the part of a spiritual physician. 


HAT was in February. In May 

the boy started at track work, 
and that summer, on Mr. Taylor's 
suggestion, his parents sent him to a 
small camp, where he was given op- 
portunity for plenty of tramping, 
rowing and swimming. He returned 
home “a different boy, in character, 
in attitude towards his work, and in 
his every thought. In the fall he 
went in for football, in the winter 
basketball, and in the spring re 
sumed track athletics, winning the 
mile open against the best runners 
in the school. In the interim Mr. 
Taylor had developed in him a keen 
interest in his studies, and, after 
another summer in camp, he showed 
not only remarkable physical growth 
but a mental ability and a moral 
power that amazed and delighted his 
parents. 

As compared with his condition at 
the time Mr. Taylor took him in 
hand he had increased physically 
from two inches of lung expansion 


to six and a half inches, from ninety-. 


seven pounds in weight to one hun- 
dred and forty, had grown éix inches 
in height, and was eight inches 
broader around the shoulders! All 
this in not much more than two 
years. 

These three instances —I have not 
the space to cite more— show 
plainly the redemptive possibilities 
open even when deterioration is far 
advanced. But surely they bring out 
even more clearly the urgent desir- 
ability of taking steps to prevent de- 
terioration from setting in at all. 
For every backward boy of good 
parentage who comes into the hands 
of men like Dr. Witmer and Mr. 
Taylor, there must be hundreds who 
grow up to a defective manhood 
wholly because they have not been 
started right and have never been 
shown how to “get right.”

|F ONE IS able to afford the luxury, 

the thing to do is to have “moving 
portraits” taken of oneself and fam- 
ily — particularly of the children. 
The moving picture people are begin- 
ning to make quite a business of 
such portraits. One concern espe- 
clally, which is perhaps the best 


+ known of them all for its artistic 


work for show purposes, is offering 
its services privately to wealthy per- 
sons, for portraiture of this kind. 

Naturally, it is rather expensive. 
The company, having obtained an ap- 
pointment, sends a couple of expert 
men to the home of the millionaire. 
The operatives carry with them the 
requisite apparatus, and make a mov- 
ing portrait of the wife, in her 
boudoir, in the drawing-room, etc.;
